THE FUNCTION 
OF THE BOOKSHOP 


' ‘’T1s THE good reader who makes the good book.’ So, unless my memory 
deceive me, wrote Emerson, and with truth. No less truly, I suggest, ’tis the 
good bookman who makes the good bookshop. If that be so, there is good 
e hope of better bookshops in England as the years pass, for the Englishman is 
changing his habits in the matter of books. It took two World Wars to make 
: him do it (in the nineteenth century the nation that might claim one of the 

finest literatures had also one of the smallest reading publics in Europe), but 
; the fact is not in question that for one new book that was sold to Englishmen 
i at home in 1938 two are sold today. In 1938 we might have said, with an 
: echo of Dr. Johnson, ‘ No man will be a bookseller who has contrivance 


enough to get himself into a workhouse.’ Individual booksellers were trading 
at a loss, and proprietors of family bookshops warned their sons against 
following this calling, and themselves were anxious to sell out while they 
still had something to sell. Paradoxically, the better the bookseller, the less 
likely he was to thrive—that is if we understand by ‘ better’ the man with a 
wide knowledge of books, who loved them and enjoyed reading them and 
was ready to discuss them, and to put them in the way of the public by 
striving to maintain a stock representative of the best new books in a wide 
range of subjects. Not enough were bought before they became obsolete, and 
his sales were not sufficient to enable him to sustain even a modest proportion 
of unsaleable stock (British publishers normally do not supply books ‘on sale 
or return’). If then the function of a bookshop was to sell books for profit, 
economic logic forced upon him the conclusion that his hope of survival lay 
in adopting the method of the bookstall, which is, very properly: “Here are 
some books; choose from them or leave them, ask no questions, but having 
chosen, depart and trouble me no more’. So, we may say that the public got 
the bookshops it deserved. 

But today the Englishman is not ashamed of being seen in a bookshop, and 
a new relationship between bookseller and customer, or rather the renewal 
of the relationship of a more gracious age, may well come to be. 

Sir Thomas Bodley required for the good librarian learning, leisure, friends 
and means, and I suggest these qualifications are no less requisite for the 
bookseller, if he is to fulfil his proper function. His learning, or booklore, 
is based primarily upon the knowledge of a set of four facts in respect of as 
many new and current books as his memory can hold. In so far as he can 
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remember the author, the title, the publisher and the price of any new book 
he saves himself the time employed in consulting his books of reference. But 
an annual output of 15,000 new books in this country and some 10,000 in 
U.S.A. normally compels constant recourse to reference books; and these 
constitute a little library in themselves. Nevertheless he must have them, if 
he is to supply the information which any one of his customers may seek, 
and if he is to get for his customers quickly any one of the books for which he 
may be asked. A bookseller cannot hope to keep in stock more than a small 
fraction of the total of new books current at any time, and his function is 
rather to provide than to have on his shelves the books for which he is asked; 
and the time saved by knowledge and memory is of the first value in winning 
for him that leisure which is so necessary, if he is fully to perform his function. 

A bookseller’s leisure is devoted to reading. If he has a sense of vocation- 
and unless he have that and believes that he cannot buy anything ‘one half 
as precious as the goods he sells’, his will be a frustrated and unrewarded life 
—his reading will be at once a duty and a profitable delight. It will make 
him, in Bacon’s phrase, ‘a full man’ and a better bookseller. It is not amiss 
for a grocer at times 

“To crack a bottle of fish sauce 

Or stand himself a cheese’ 
He will be able to commend their flavour with authority to his customers. 
It is proper that a wine-and-spirit merchant should taste and test the precious 
liquids he supplies, though he is unwise if he devote his whole leisure to 
potation. But the more of his stock a bookseller can absorb, the better for 
him and for his customers. But, again, he must have leisure for discussion 
and the trading of opinions with the good bookmen who frequent his shop. 
So he grows in knowledge and wisdom in his craft. 

Such practice naturally prompts an interest in books no longer current, 
and it may be claimed that no bookshop should be without a secondhand 
department—that intellectual lucky-dip which is the delight of the book- 
collector. Here the bookseller must have knowledge, with a difference— 
knowledge of author and title, of course, but also of the rarity of a book 
and of the interest it has maintained with readers or collectors. One might 
perhaps say that he must have a knowledge of the history of the book. Such 
knowledge guides the bookseller in buying and pricing his stock of second- 
hand or (as the Americans very sensibly say) ‘used’ books. There is a further 
advantage in the handling of ‘used’ books, which, if they be of sufficient 
rarity and interest, are graced with the epithet ‘Antiquarian’, in that in this 
business there is some latitude in the margin of profit, and the possibility of 
occasional windfalls, which in the case of new books the narrow and rigid 
terms of supply do not allow. 

Knowledge and reading develop personality, and it is of the essence of a 
good bookshop that it should have character. However mechanically efficient 
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a bookshop may be, its cultural value is nugatory unless it be informed by a 
personality enriched by reading and commerce with literate minds. A book- 
seller’s personality will attract kindred minds, which in their turn will aid 
and enrich his mind ; and so a bookshop may reflect in its stock and atmosphere 
a kind of corporate personality representing and fostering the cultural 
character of its locality. Such is the effect of ‘friends’. 

Bishop Stubbs (“Charters Stubbs’) once described a certain bookshop as 
‘the literary man’s public house’. It is a pleasant and apt phrase. In a well- 
ordered bookshop there is an air of good cheer as the public sample the books 
which they may or may not choose to buy; for though his stock is for 
‘consumption off the premises’ a bookseller deems it right that his clients 
should taste, and sometimes absorb freely, before deciding what to take away. 
A happy murmur is heard as the customers discuss them or subjects prompted 
by them with friends they may meet there, or with the bookseller. Here is 
the freedom and good fellowship of the tavern, with perhaps the same 
likelihood of rebuke for wasting time and money on returning home; for 
women generally are not kindly disposed to books, which lie about and 
harbour dust, and cost ‘money which might be better spent’. A woman 
collector of rare books is rarissima avis. 

Sir Walter Scott, in his autobiography, tells of his search as a boy for old 
songs or romances on the dusty shelves of a shop in Parliament Square. It 
was in this bookshop of James Sibbald ‘a man of rough manners but of some 
taste and judgment’ (no bookseller need take exception to such description) 
that he had ‘a distant view of some literary characters’ and ‘saw, at a distance, 
the boast of Scotland, Robert Burns’. There is the bookseller performing his 
best function—his shop is the meeting place of good bookmen, young and 
old. This picture of the youthful Scott brings to mind another, of a young 
Scotsman, James Boswell, taking tea in the parlour of the bookseller Tom 
Davies (‘Sir, Davies has learning enough to give credit to a clergyman’) 
when Dr. Johnson, the Great Cham of literature, was seen through the glass 
door making ‘his aweful approach’. Was any such meeting ever richer in its 
literary sequel: 

Would this introduction have been made if Davies had not earned the 
malicious criticism of a contemporary: “His concern ought to be with 
the outside of books; but Dr. Johnson, Dr. Percy and some others have 
made such a coxcomb of him that he is now hardy enough to open volumes, 
turn over their leaves, and give his opinion of their contents’? 

If all too few bookshops fulfil the conditions I have described, it is due to 
a lack of the fourth desideratum—‘means’. The truth is that in an age of 
mass production the practice of bookselling is obsolete. A bookseller will 
try to keep on his shelves one or two of the best books in most subjects— 
he cannot afford capital or space for more—but for the most part he will be 
asked for books which he has to get specially for his customer. Each book 
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is an individual, and calls for individual handling; and there may be several 
handlings or transactions in the supply of one book. It has to be identified, 
ordered, handled on receipt, handled when passed to the customer, and, if 
the customer does not pay for it there and then, it has to be recorded in the 
ledger, and the account has to be sent out—perhaps on several occasions. 
The whole process is disproportionately costly to the contingent profit. 

He may well look then for compensation to orders for books in quantities 
which involve him in no more labour than the supply of single copies; but 
the tendency today in Britain is for such purchases to be made with public 
money, and the trustees of such funds are expected to exercise a certain force 
majeure in buying, under privilege, at special and unremunerative rates. They 
little know the cultural harm they do. The bookseller has further to contend 
with the paradox that the more difficult a book may be to sell, the smaller 
is the margin of profit allowed by the publisher’s terms of supply; and, 
naturally enough, in most subjects the more excellent the book the less 
popular it is likely to be. 

The best customers are those who, feeling a thirst for reading, drop into 
a bookshop and pick off the shelf or counter a book which takes their fancy, 
pay for it and carry it off under their arm. 

These are the good bookmen, the cultural partners as it were of the book- 
sellers, who guide him in the apt selection of books for his stock, encourage 
him to inform them by catalogue and prospectus of books appropriate to 
their interests, help to afford him the essential leisure for reading and dis- 
cussion, and between them make the bookshop an intellectual Exchange in 
a sense which no school or college, and certainly no Public Library (where 
“Silence is requested’) can hope to be.

GOVERNMENT INFORMATION AND THE RESEARCH WORKER. 
Lectures delivered at a Vacation Course of the University of London School of 
Librarianship and Archives in April, 1951. Edited with an Introduction by Ronald 
Staveley. Library Association, 24s. 22-2 cm. 234 pages. Index. 
The twenty-four lectures in this book describe the resources and publications of the 
major British government ministries and departments that are likeliest to be of 
value to the research worker. The less familiar material is therefore given prominence, 
an important point for those undertaking or assisting research and specialist reference 
work. Most of the lectures are by the ministry or departmental librarians and the 
remainder by principal officials of the particular ministry. All show a genuine anxiety 
to encourage the maximum use of their resources. This valuable book will introduce 
the specialist librarian and the research worker to significant material that otherwise 
might be missed. (015-42) 


A LONDON BIBLIOGRAPHY OF THE SOCIAL SCIENCES. 
Vol. VII, 1936-1950. A-F. British Library of Political and Economic Science. 
The Library, London School of Economics, 80s. 25°4 cm. 1,054 pages. Paper bound. 

This is the first of three volumes recording twelve years’ additions to the British 

Library of Political and Economic Science, probably the largest library in the world 

devoted to the social sciences. The volumes will provide a very full subject guide to 

books, pamphlets and government reports in many languages on economics, political 
science, sociology, economic history, law, international relations, statistics, transport 
and related subjects. The earlier volumes (of which I-V, listing the basic stock of the 
library and certain collections elsewhere, are still available) are widely used by 
libraries and students; volumes VII-IX should prove equally valuable. (016-3) 


BIBLIOGRAPHY ON INCOME AND WEALTH, 1937-1947. Edited 
by Daniel Creamer. Bowes & Bowes (Cambridge) for the International Association for 
Research in Income and Wealth, 63s. 25-4 cm. 184 pages. Index. 

The contributors to this bibliography are scholars from about thirty countries who 

are actively interested in the fields of income and wealth. Each has confined his 

attention to the relevant publications of his own country. The bibliography contains 
some 1,500 entries, of which more than two-thirds are concerned with statistical 
estimates of national income or wealth or of significant components; the rest relate 
to concepts and methodology or to questions of public policy. The comprehensive- 
ness of the bibliography, and its clear annotations, make it an essential tool for those 
who wish to study these subjects in detail. (016-3393) 


SELECT LIST OF STANDARD BRITISH SCIENTIFIC AND 
TECHNICAL BOOKS. Edited by E. R. McColvin. Compiled at the request 
of the British Council. 4th edition revised and enlarged. Aslib, 7s.6d. 247 cm. 
72 pages. 

Many changes, consequent upon the increased interest in reading and research and 

the expansion in the publishing world, have been made in the present edition. The 
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aim is to help organisations and individuals in Great Britain and abroad to select a 
representative library of the best books in science and technology and to guide 
workers in specialised fields to some standard books on subjects allied to their work. 
In principle the list is limited to books in print but older standard works have been 
included where otherwise the particular subject would not have been properly 
represented. It is a classified list with a select subject index and it also contains a list 
of publishers’ addresses.

THE YEAR’S WORK IN ENGLISH STUDIES. Vol. XXXI, 1950. 
Edited for the English Association by Frederick S$. Boas and Beatrice White. 
Oxford University Press, 15s. 22°2 cm. 288 pages. Indexes. 


This annual survey, now overtaking its wartime arrears, maintains the pattern which 
has made it invaluable for so long to students, bibliographers and librarians who are 
seriously concerned with English literary studies. Each of the fifteen chapters, written 
by a university professor or lecturer, deals with a chronological period of English 
literature or language, with general works, Chaucer, Shakespeare or bibliographica; 
and each provides a comprehensive record, with critical comments, of all important 
new texts, histories, biographies and critical studies (including notable articles in 
periodicals) which appeared during 1950. (016-82)

PEARS ENCYCLOPADIA. Edited by L. Mary Barker. 61st edition. A. & F. 
Pears (Isleworth), 12s.6d. 20-3 cm. 992 pages. Coloured frontispiece. Drawings and 
figures in text. 32-page world atlas in full colour (political maps). Endpapers of 
national flags in full colour. Index. 


A very popular handbook of general and household information which is a useful 
addition to a very small reference library. Besides a short English dictionary (including 
synonyms and antonyms), atlas, gazetteer, ready reckoner, dictionaries of biography 
and mythology, it contains a ‘citizen’s guide’ to government, etc., a compendium of 
‘general information’ ranging from the morse code and weights and measures to the 
signs of the zodiac, and sections on first-aid, beauty culture, cookery, gardening, 
games, domestic pets, etc. (032) 


PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


STUDIES IN PHILOSOPHY. Reinhold Friedrich Alfred Hoernlé. Edited 
and with a Memoir by Daniel S. Robinson. Allen & Unwin, 30s. 22-2 cm. 351 pages. 
Portrait frontispiece. Index. 


These collected papers and essays are largely concerned with the concept of the 
theory of knowledge and the terms necessarily subsumed by it—idea, truth, error, 
fact, etc. In these analyses, hitherto unpublished, the author criticises extensively the 
theories of Bertrand Russell, and elaborates a quasi-Idealist approach to the problems 
involved. Other papers, reprinted from learned journals, discuss selected metaphysical 
topics, assessing their logical status and disentangling them from the accretions of 
argument and involved syntax with which they are usually encumbered. The lucidity 
of presentation is, indeed, the most noteworthy feature of these admirable discus- 
sions of complex subjects. (104) 
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DEVELOPMENTS IN PSYCHO-ANALYSIS. Melanie Klein, Paula 
Heimann, Susan Isaacs and Joan Riviere. Edited by Joan Riviere. Hogarth Press 
and the Institute of Psycho-Analysis, 30s. 22°2 cm. 376 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
(International Psycho-Analytical Library) 

The ‘developments’ are the elaborations and extensions of Freudian doctrines put 

forward in recent years by Melanie Klein, and of undoubted importance if only 

because they caused a sharp division of opinion among psycho-analysts in this 
country, with eminent Freudians on either side. Their intrinsic interest lies in the 
attention Mrs. Klein gives to the earliest experiences of the infant and the fantasy 
life she believes to develop from them. To readers other than psycho-analysts the 
discussions, though stimulating, may appear rather esoteric—a closed system having 
too little contact with general scientific principles of argument and evidence. (131-34) 


THE CHILD’S CONCEPTION OF NUMBER. Jean Piaget. Translated 
from the French by C. Gattegno and F. M. Hodgson. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 25s. 
22 cm. 257 pages. Glossary. Index. (International Library of Psychology, Philosophy 
and Scientific Method) 

In this work, which first appeared in Geneva in 1941, Professor Piaget discusses a 

series of investigations carried out over a number of years into the origin of the 

notion of number in the child’s mind. The experiments and the free conversations 
conducted with the children are reported in detail. They will primarily be of interest 
to psychologists, who will no doubt be more familiar than the general reader with the 
style of language of a book which seeks, ‘in order to discover the mechanisms that 
determine thought, to investigate how the sensory-motor schemata of assimilating 
intelligence are organised in operational systems on the plane of thought’. _ (136-7) 


AN ANALYSIS OF RESEMBLANCE. Ralph Withington Church. Allen 
& Unwin, 12s.6d. 22-2 cm. 136 pages. 
An interesting essay on the meanings which have been attributed and those which 
can be legitimately attributed to resemblance—construed in this context as one 
frequent but particular result of making mental acts of comparison. The importance 
of the latter in everyday life, as well as in scientific method, demands the explicit 
analysis of these acts and evaluation of their epistemological status. Such analysis 
involves a discussion—and rejection—of the Idealist view as developed by Hegel 
and Bradley, followed by a systematic examination of Identity, Resemblance and 
Universals. The examples are largely traditional—i.c., colour words and series—but 
adorn rather than obscure the text. (153) 


PRINCIPIUM SAPIENTIA. The Origins of Greek Philosophical Thought. 
F. M. Cornford. Cambridge University Press, 25s. 22°2 cm. 279 pages. Indexes. 
A stimulating discussion of the views of pre-Socratic philosophers about our know- 
ledge of the external world, and how that knowledge developed from the 
anthropomorphic and mythical beliefs of seers and poets into the more explicitly 
formulated and rationally founded explanations of Classical Greece. The theories of 
Epicurus and Anaximander are examined in detail: in the one case to reveal the 
a priori basis of a supposedly scientific system, which is contrasted with the cautious 
empiricism of contemporary medical practice; in the other, the persistence of 
prophecy in philosophy. The incomplete text was ‘rounded off’ with the aid of the 
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late author’s notes by Professor W. K. C. Guthrie, who prepared the book for 
publication and who is to be congratulated on the manner of his presentation of this 
last example of Cornford’s fascinating scholarship. (182) 


THE FEAST OF UNREASON. Hector Hawton. Watts, 15s. 22°2 cm. 
243 pages. Glossary. Bibliography. Index. 
A clear exposition of the thought of the chief existentialist thinkers, Kierkegaard, 
Heidegger, Jaspers, Marcel, Sartre. Mr. Hawton does not minimise the difficulty of 
his subject; and, though he would describe himself as a rationalist, he enters into the 
minds of these thinkers and traces the origin of the ‘irrationalist’ tendency which they 
have in common. Readers who are bewildered by existentialist terminology will 
derive enlightenment from Mr. Hawton’s book. He believes that the humanist 
tradition, though driven underground, will survive. Humanism is the assertion of 
balance, equilibrium: therefore it must finally triumph over the one-sided, extremist, 
‘crisis’ philosophies, popular in an age of disorder like our own. (190) 


JOHN LOCKE. D. J. O'Connor. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 18 cm. 224 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. Paper bound. (Pelican Philosophy Series) 
A critical survey of Locke’s writings, in which the difficulties arising from his method 
of writing and from the ambiguity of his terms are clearly outlined and possible 
emendations suggested. In general, however, the book is neither an interpretation nor 
an apologia but a strict analysis. Locke’s approach to philosophy is now thoroughly 
familiar: the investigation of the nature of knowledge is the starting point of further 
enquiry. Through this Locke has exercised a wide influence, and it is a merit of 
Mr. O’Connor’s work that he shows how and why this influence was achieved, not 
by the formal and customary examination of relationships between philosophers 
but by communicating that intellectually suggestive quality of Locke’s thought. (192) 


HUME’S INTENTIONS. J. A. Passmore. Cambridge University Press, 18s. 
21*5 cm. 174 pages. Index. 
A guide to Hume’s philosophical writings devoted to elucidating the main themes, 
together with their relation to his programme—the introduction of “the experimental 
method of reasoning into moral subjects’. Being concerned to apply a technique 
rather than to elaborate a system, Hume’s works abound in ambiguities and ie 
difficulties of language which are not syntactical but due to conflicting usage. Such 
confusions are admirably analysed, but the analysis is not employed as a means to 
fitting Hume’s concepts into some preconceived and arbitrary classification of the 
author’s. These qualities added to the clarity of the writing make this a praiseworthy 
addition to the literature on David Hume. (192) 


RELIGION [AND THEOLOGY] 


GOD AND THE WORLD. Thomas Miller Forsyth. Allen & Unwin, 10s. 6d. 
20°3 cm. 160 pages. Index. 
The author, Emeritus Professor of Philosophy in the University of the Orange Free 
State, here gives an illuminating exposition of some of the main doctrines about the 
relation of God to the world represented in Western thought. Plato, Aristotle and 
Spinoza are discussed in detail and in a chapter on “Creative Evolution: God as 
emergent’, a brief yet lucid account is given of the theories of Bergson, Lloyd Morgan, 
Alexander and Whitehead. The book concludes with some constructive observations 
about the issues which have been raised. (211) 
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THE OLD TESTAMENT IN THE NEW. The Ethel M. Wood Lecture 
delivered before the University of London on 4 March, 1952. C. H. Dodd. 
University of London: The Athlone Press, 2s. 21-5 cm. 21 pages. Paper bound. 

Professor Dodd considers the intention and methods of New Testament writers who 

quote from the Old Testament. He examines some of the quotations and shows that 

even where a single phrase is cited it is related in their minds to the drama of 
redemption which the Old Testament unfolds. Their own situation is reflected or 
foreshadowed in the strange symbolism of the great Hebrew prophets, since it 
illustrates for them the different aspects of the divine plan now fulfilled in the events 
which the Gospels record. These few pages make a brilliant contribution to the study 
of the Old Testament and the New. (221) 


THE LANGUAGE OF THE NEW TESTAMENT. C. F. D. Moule. 
Cambridge University Press, 2s.6d. 19 cm. 30 pages. Paper bound. 

In this inaugural lecture, the Lady Margaret’s Professor of Divinity in the University of 
Cambridge reviews in masterly fashion the progress made in the study of the language 
of the New Testament during the last half century, particularly in the elucidation of 
the vocabulary of the papyri, and urges with striking examples the need for further 
enquiry into the idiom and constructions of the New Testament writings themselves.

THE FOUR GOSPELS. A New Translation from the Greek by E. V. Rieu. 
Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 18 cm. 279 pages. 4 designs by Reynolds Stone. Paper bound. 
(Penguin Classics) 

In his introduction Dr. Rieu assesses both the weakness and the strength of the 

Authorised Version, repudiating the view that it is in parts more beautiful than 

the originals and challenging the statement that the New Testament in the original 

Greek is not a work of literary art. Dr. Rieu believes that the main defect of the 

Authorised Version was that it mistook fidelity to the idiom of the Greek for fidelity 

to its meaning. It is argued that the four gospels are great literature and this version 

is an impressive attempt to set forth their peculiar literary beauty. (226) 


DOGMATICS. Vol. fl. THE CHRISTIAN DOCTRINE OF CREATION 
AND REDEMPTION. Emil Brunner. Translated from the German by Olive 
Wyon. Lutterworth Press, 25s. 21-5 cm. 396 pages. Indexes. (Lutterworth Library) 

The purpose of this book is to work out the implications of the view that faith is a 

personal relationship with God rather than a passive acceptance of revealed truths. 

No other conception, it is urged, can do justice to the biblical evidence, preserve us 

from a sterile theology and a rigid ethics or keep alive within the Church a pastoral 

and missionary spirit. The central themes of Christian theology—the Creator and 

His creation, man and his sin, Providence, the redemptive work of Christ and the 

mystery of His person—are related to the fundamental idea of faith as a personal 

encounter between God and man. An outstanding book and a very readable transla- 

tion. (230) 


CHRISTIAN BELIEF TO-DAY. J. W. C. Wand, W. R. Matthews, 
V. A. Demant and Lindsay Dewar. Mowbray, 15s. 22-2 cm. 224 pages. 

This volume contains twenty addresses delivered for the school of religion in the 

London diocese and covers in outline the nature of Christian Faith and practice. The 

Bishop of London deals with the scheme of salvation; Dr. W. R. Matthews examines 

problems of Christian belief in the light of contemporary thought; Professor Demant 
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expounds the Christian view of the social order, and Canon Dewar surveys Christian 
moral standards. These addresses will be appreciated by all who want a clear and 
reasoned account of the Christian Faith, and should prove invaluable for study groups.

JEREMY TAYLOR. Hugh Ross Williamson. Dobson, 15s. 22°2 cm. 179 pages.

In this small book, Mr. Ross Williamson endeavours to relate the numerous writings 
of Jeremy Taylor—the English divine of the seventeenth century, best known as the 
author of Holy Living and Holy Dying—to their background so that the content of 
his thought may be clarified and the value of his work reassessed. The general reader 
will find in this admirably produced volume a simple, lively and suggestive introduc- 
tion to the theology of one of the great masters of English prose as well as one of the 
most distinguished religious figures of his century. (230) 


THE SPIRIT OF LOVE. Based on the Teachings of St. Frangois de Sales. 
C. F. Kelley. Longmans, 21s. 22-2 cm. 299 pages. Notes. Bibliography. Index. 
The writings of St. Frangois de Sales, Bishop of Geneva during the opening years of 
the seventeenth century, have long proved of great value to those who need advice 
on the difficulties and problems of living a full Christian life. This book is not a 
translation of his spiritual works but rather an explanation and a commentary round 
his central theme: love as the complement of the knowledge of God. The author 
makes use of numerous quotations from the Saint’s two great treatises and from the 
letters and sermons. In addition to his interpretations and notes on the text he includes 
biographical material. (2 :) 


THE DONATIST CHURCH. A Movement of Protest in Roman North 
Africa. W. H. C. Frend. Oxford University Press, 35s. 22°8 cm. 376 pages. 3 folding 
maps. Bibliography. Index. 

Mr. Frend’s book will take an authoritative place in the literature of Donatism, a 

schismatic Christian sect which originated in North Africa in the fourth century. 

He examines with a wealth of documentation the origins of the schism, describes the 

part played by Tertullian and Cyprian as precursors of the movement, the struggle 

between Augustine and the Donatists, the eclipse of Donatism and the last phase in 

Vandal and Byzantine Africa. It is suggested that Donatism is part of a continuous 

native tradition and that its emergence is a phase in the conflict between that tradition 

and Latin civilisation in western Mediterranean lands during the past two thousand 

years.

THE ENGLISH CHURCH AND NATION. R. H. Malden. S.P.C.K., 
258. 22*2 cm. 434 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

This volume originated in a course of lectures which the late Dean Malden delivered 

at Wells. While no attempt is made in the seventeen chapters to cover the whole 

story of the English Church and nation, what the reader will find is a picture of its 
main features, entertaining, suggestive and provocative. The author was well versed 
in his sources, including secondary authorities, local history and antiquities. As Dr. 

Charles Smyth, who contributes a foreword, observes, it is a work that only a scholar 

could have written. (283-42) 


THE GOD OF THE WITCHES. Margaret Alice Murray. New edition. 
Faber, 21s. 22°8 cm. 212 pages. 16 plates (1 in colour). References. Index. 

Dr. Murray, in this enlarged edition of a book first published in 1931, gives a com- 

prehensive account of witchcraft as a primitive religion in Western Europe through 
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the Middle Ages. She deals in detail with the beliefs and ritual of the ‘witches’, the 
worshippers, the priesthood, and the position of the witch in the social structure. 
The persecution of witches by the Church is held to be a misrepresentation of an 
ancient faith ignorantly attributed to diabolic possession. Dr. Murray’s contentions, 
based on wide learning, deserve careful study whatever our ultimate verdict may be 
about their validity. (291-2) 


VEDANTA FOR MODERN MAN. Edited and with an Introduction by 
Christopher Isherwood. Allen & Unwin, 25s. 22-2 cm. 426 pages. 
Vedanta, the name given to the philosophy that Brahman is the sole and ultimate 
reality, is here expounded in sixty-one essays, which generally attain a high level, by 
thirty-six writers including Aldous Huxley, Gerald Heard, Nehru, and Radhakrishnan. 
A wide variety of subjects is discussed in the light of Vedanta—peace, worship, prayer, 
art, the active and contemplative life. The editor doubts whether this philosophy will 
exercise any considerable influence in the Christian Churches, but he thinks that it is 
destined to gain a foothold in the West through the medium of scientific thought.

ANCIENT EGYPTIAN RELIGION. Jaroslav Cerny. Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 
19 cm. 159 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Hutchinson’s University Library) 
A lucid and comprehensive introduction to the most difficult field of Egyptological 


studies, by a scholar of the first rank. Professor Cerny traces the development of 


the Egyptian gods from prehistoric fetishes to the anthropomorphic and theriomorphic 
deities of pharaonic to Roman times, and the growth of primitive religious ideas into 
a moral and philosophical conception of ‘the God’ who might be worshipped in 
different forms at different places. Confining himself essentially to what the Egyptian 
writings, pictured scenes and material remains tell us, he states clearly what the 
Egyptians thought about their gods and an after-life, and how they worshipped.

PROFESSIONAL PEOPLE. Roy Lewis and Angus Maude. Phoenix House. 
18s. 22 cm. 292 pages. Index. 
The authors of the widely read social survey The English Middle Classes here deal in 
an equally interesting manner with the social position and prospects of the professional 
classes in Britain. They consider the subject from several viewpoints, asking, for 
instance, what a profession is; the necessary training, its cost and rewards; the prospects 
for professional people under nationalisation; professional people in business; the 
meaning of professional ethics. The book is the result of extensive research, and is a 
welcome addition to social literature. (301°44)

This most useful compilation has been edited in the Office of the Registrar General 

and has been prepared with the co-operation of all the governments in the British 

Commonwealth and Empire. The following information, mostly current in the latter 

part of 1947, has been given for each territory: titles of registration legislation in force; 
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procedure for registration; particulars to be registered; description of records showing 
in whose custody they are; procedure for searches; and fees. In the appendix are given 
extensive lists of registers and records at the General Register Office, Somerset House, 
London, and elsewhere in England and Wales. There is a very full geographical index.

QUEEN VICTORIA AND HER PRIME MINISTERS. Algernon Cecil. 
Eyre & Spottiswoode, 25s. 22°8 cm. 364 pages. 12 portraits. Index. 
Mr. Cecil claims that he is a Victorian, and the picture he gives of his early family 
life, and his scholarly appreciation of Victorian thought, gain attention for his 
Conservative-aristocratic approach to Victorian politics. He reviews the home and 
the foreign policy of ten Prime Ministers, assesses their characters and achievements, 
and comments on the aims and qualities of their parties. Russell and Gladstone ‘get 
the worst of it’; Melbourne and Salisbury, the most approval. The Queen figures in 
his narrative principally in her interest in foreign affairs. There are many illustrative 
anecdotes and conversations, told in an attractive, polished style that marks the book 
and almost disarms criticism of the author’s views. (320°942) 


THE FUTURE OF AMERICAN POLITICS. Samuel Lubell. Introduction 
by Alistair Cooke. Hamish Hamilton, 15s. 22-2 cm. 297 pages. 9 maps showing 
election returns. Index. 

Mr. Lubell set himself to trace and explain the course of politics in the United States 

of America since Roosevelt’s first term of office and why people vote as they do. 

He has, with astonishing and intelligent application, gone out to small towns and 

villages and talked to voters, noting their racial and national origins, analysed election 

statistics and come to some original and novel conclusions. Particularly has he laid 
stress upon the significant part played by the rapidly rising industrial working class 
and the fast-increasing number of descendams of eastern and southern European 
immigrants of the last half century. All this is set against the economic and social 
background of this vital period in world history. A most valuable book which reads 
as easily as a good novel. (320°973) 


THE COLONIAL POLICE. Sir Charles Jeffries. Parrish, 18s.6d. 22-2 cm. 
232 pages. Endpaper map. Bibliography. Index. 
The first book to be written on that great and little known body, the police force of 
the Colonial Empire. In the more than forty territories there exists great diversity 
of duties, of environment, and of organisation. But one thing is uniform: the British 
police tradition with its emphasis on the rule of law, the duty to prevent crime rather 
than hunt criminals, and fair and honourable dealing with all. One section of the work 
deals with recruitment and training. The author is Deputy Under-Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, with wide colonial experience, and his book is valuable not only to 
the man who contemplates joining the force but also to the general reader, for it is 
informative, non-technical, and agreeably written. (325°342) 


DOCUMENTS ON BRITISH FOREIGN POLICY, 1919-1939. First 
Series, Vol. IV. 1919. Edited by E. L. Woodward and Rohan Butler. H.M.

Chapter I is concerned with British policy in relation to the Adriatic during the latter 

half of 1919. The remaining four chapters deal with various aspects of British policy 

in the Middle East, including Persia, during the same period. This policy, among 
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other considerations, bore relation to several secret wartime agreements, and the 
volume includes full texts of the so-called Constantinople Agreement of 1915, 
the Sykes-Picot Agreement of 1916 and the Agreement of Saint Jean de Maurienne 
of 1917.

CAPITAL AND EMPLOYMENT. R. G. Hawtrey. 2nd edition. Longmans, 
40s. 22*2 cm. 345 pages. Index. 
The first half of this standard work, which has been thoroughly revised since the first 
edition of 1937, expounds the static theory of capital and interest on classical lines and 
shows how the modifications caused by a dynamic treatment lead to the problem 
of employment. The remaining chapters criticise the theories of Lord Keynes, 
Professor von Hayek, Professor Pigou and Mr. Harrod on the same subject and 
discuss the United Nations Experts’ Report of 1949 on Measures for Full Employment. 
Professor Hawtrey is the author of Currency and Credit, The Gold Standard in Theory 
and Practice and other important works. (330°1) 


ECONOMIC ESSAYS. R. F. Harrod. Macmillan, 18s. 22 cm. 314 pages. 
Mr. Harrod, author of The Life of John Maynard Keynes and of Towards a Dynamic 


Economics, presents here fifteen essays which will have an individual appeal to different 
specialists as well as a collective interest for the general economist. Several of them 
relate to the working of imperfect competition and to the causes of unemployment, 
subjects on which he has already made notable contributions; others relate to the 
population problem, to the question of equal pay for men and women, and to 
Professor F. A. von Hayek’s views on individualism. Some of the essays are reprinted 
from economic journals; the rest are new. (33074) 


THE RUHR. A Study in Historical and Economic Geography. Norman J. G. 
Pounds. Faber, 25s. 22*2 cm. 284 pages. 36 maps and diagrams. Notes. Index. 
Dr. Pounds first studies the historical geography of the Ruhr in 1800, 1850 and 1900, 
and shows how its full industrial development was related to technological advances, 
improvements in communications, and the rationalisation of its structure. He then 
examines present conditions, political, economic and social, and the position of the 
Ruhr in the economic system of Western Europe. The future of its control is a complex 
question; some readers may consider he is prepared to allow the Ruhr industrialists 
too privileged a position. However, his book, based upon wide reading, provides 
material towards a comprehension of a vital contemporary issue. (330°943)

a comparative analysis of salient features under various jurisdictions; Scotland and 
the Union of South Africa; systems in Switzerland, Austria, Germany, and Yugo- 
slavia; and systems in some French colonies and the Belgian Congo.

This new tax is comparable to the original Excess Profits Charge and the Excess 
Profits Tax enacted during the First World War and in 1939, respectively, and provides 
for taxation of excess company profits during the rearmament period. This book 
contains a full statement of the statutory provisions contained in Part V of the Finance 
Act, 1952, and other relevant legislation, annotated by the author, who was formerly 
a Senior Inspector of Taxes.

The Canadian Tax Foundation sponsored this comprehensive, reliable and thorough 
book. The author, formerly on the Foundation’s staff, states that his aim is not to 
outline methods, but to analyse consequences. Of its nine chapters the first is devoted 
to introduction and major conclusions, the succeeding ones covering such topics as 
the background and evolution of the corporation tax, its rationale, incidence and 
economic effects, and the integration of corporation and personal income taxes. 
The book’s conclusions result from careful examination of considerable literature on 
the subject, discussions with many accountants, lawyers and business men, and the 
writer's individual conception of taxation in the modern state. This well-written and 
valuable volume is necessary reading for anyone who wishes to familiarise himself 
with the subject.

These responsibilities which were retained are the subject 
of this book, which describes from official documents, and with numerous statistical 
tables, the working of import, export and price control between 1939 and 1945, the 
organisation of retail trade, and the working of the clothes rationing scheme and other 
special expedients. The book assesses the effectiveness of each control it describes, and 
should be of particular interest to those who are concerned with the problems of 
government intervention in economic life.

The publication of the first volume of a new edition of Halsbury’s Laws of England

The first edition, edited by Lord Halsbury, 
appeared between 1907 and 1917, and the second, edited by Lord Hailsham, between 

1931 and 1942. It is planned to bring out four volumes a year of the new edition, 

which will comprise thirty-nine volumes of text and three of tables and index. The 

text is arranged under titles in alphabetical order and divided into main paragraphs 
which are numbered consecutively throughout each volume. This volume includes 
titles relating to Action, Admiralty, Agency, Agriculture, Aliens and Nationality, 

Allotments and Smallholdings, and Animals, and they have been contributed by 

Her Majesty’s judges and many distinguished leaders of the legal profession. An

Gloag and Henderson’, first published in 1927, is now recognised as a standard 

treatise and covers all branches of Scots Law and Scottish Mercantile Law in its 

Certain subjects such as conveyancing, evidence and procedure, 
private international and administrative law are only incidentally referred to. Since 
the last edition in 1946, there has been a mass of legislation affecting Scotland, as well 
as many judicial decisions. Both editors are advocates and Professor Gibb is Regius 
Professor of Law in the University of Glasgow.

The Professor of Scots Law in the University of Aberdeen attempts to state the current 
attitude of Scots law to judicial precedent which, in its broadest sense, is the desire 
to maintain general consistency of decision. After a short historical introduction, 
Professor Smith states the central problem, the appafent conflict between the 
influence of precedent in contemporary Scots law on the one hand and the adherence 
to general legal principle on the other. He claims that the Scottish interpretation of 
precedent has a broader and more flexible basis than in Engl’sh law. (347) 


THE DARK AGE OF SCOTTISH LEGAL HISTORY, 1350-1650. 
Che Right Hon. Lord Cooper. Jackson (Glasgow), 4s. 21°6 cm. 30 pages. Paper 
bound. 

This lecture, by the Lord Justice General of Scotland and Lord President of the 

Court of Session, is the nineteenth on the David Murray Foundation in the University 

of Glasgow. Lord Cooper sees a period of twilight at both the beginning and end of 

an otherwise prolonged eclipse in Scottish legal history; at the beginning, a not 
unpromising system of Scoto-Norman law was developing and, at the end, 

Restoration Scotland was ready for a rapid creation of a distinctive system of 

jurisprudence which still prevails in its essentials. The intervening period is one 

of relative poverty of legal sources compared with England and inefficiency of an 
unprofessional judicature.

It provides 

a useful guide to monographs and papers of which the general conclusions have not 

yet been adequately assimilated into the textbooks of constitutional history. (354°42)

The main theme of this book, by the Professor of Economic History in the University 
of Cambridge, is the growth of the munitions industry from its slow and hesitant 
expansion of 1934 onwards to the period of intense wartime production. It is a detailed 
work, considering individually the special problems arising from the demands of the 
three Services and describing fully the administrative policy adopted by the Govern- 
ment and the difficulties arising from shortages of labour, raw materials and machine- 
tools. The later chapters describe the structure and organisation of British war industry 
in general. There are six statistical appendices. (35526) 


MORE BATTLEFIELDS OF ENGLAND. Alfred H. Burne. Methuen, 21s. 
22°2 cm. 232 pages. 18 maps. 8 panoramas. Index. 


In all essentials this book is a sequel to Colonel Burne’s Battlefields of England. Eighteen 
battles are examined in the light of recorded histories and of the author’s personal 
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reconnaissance and research. The general form of each consists of a narrative, a 
discussion of the controversial issues, and a careful locating of the actual site. The 
battles include those of the early Britons, Alfred, the Baronial and Border wars, 
the Wars of the Roses, and the English Civil War. (355°48)

DETENTION IN REMAND HOMES. A Report of the Cambridge Depart- 
ment of Criminal Science on the Use of Sec. 54 of the Children and Young Persons 
Act, 1933.

The results of an enquiry into the use of remand homes as places of detention. The 

findings relating to four areas show that out of 2,000 offenders committed to remand 

homes from 1945 to 1948, at least 1,100 reverted to crime within three years. Part 1 

gives records of offenders by penal record and social background; Part 2 summarises 

the policy of the courts such as assessing punishment and the purposes for which 

detention is ordered; and Part 3 gives an account of the after-conduct of offenders 

released from detention.

THE PRACTICE OF LIFE ASSURANCE. A Text-Book for Actuarial 
Students. N. E. Coe and M. E. Ogborn. Cambridge University Press for the Institute 
of Actuaries and the Faculty of Actuaries, 32s.

Although intended as the sole reading for Part IV A of the examinations of the 
Institute of Actuaries, this work, by two Fellows of the Institute, will also be useful 
for the more advanced treatment in Part IV C, as well as for other advanced students 
of actuarial science. It states the general principles of life assurance, sketching the 
historical, legal and financial background at home and abroad, and discusses specific 
problems of ordinary and industrial life assurance. The reader is assumed to have a 
thorough knowledge of compound interest and life contingencies and a general 
knowledge of finance and investment.

THE NATIONAL HEALTH SERVICE IN GREAT BRITAIN.

This impressive and lucid study by an eminent civil servant can be recommended to

The approach is historical and the various strands of development 
are traced from 1850 onwards until they are caught up in the pattern of post-war 
planning, legislation and administration. The author then surveys preliminary reports, 
the Act of 1946, executive and administrative preparations and the various controver- 
sies they aroused. There follow most valuable chapters giving a detailed account, 
with statistics, of the service in action, 1948-51, and finally a record of the economies 
effected during the financial crisis of early 1952. (368-42)

This useful reference book contains a list of personnel and departmental details of the 

Ministry of Education; particulars of Local Education Authorities in England and 
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Wales, Scotland and Northern Ireland; Secondary Schools; Training Colleges; 
Technical Institutions and Polytechnics; Universities and Colleges; Institutions for 
the Blind and other handicapped students; County Libraries; and Education Depart- 
ments of self-governing Dominions. There are special articles on the value of the 
film strip in teaching and on the development of the Youth Service, and a summary 
of education in 1951.

ACHIEVEMENT IN EDUCATION. The Work of Michael Ernest Sadler, 
1885-1935.

The author of this survey of the work of a great educationist was Principal of Lady 

Margaret Hall, Oxford, from 1921 to 1945, during which time she knew Sir Michael 

Sadler well. She recounts his early endeavours in championing adult and secondary 

education; his period of service in the Board of Education; his clash with Sir Robert 

Morant and resignation from Government service; his subsequent work at Man- 

chester and Leeds Universities, and in India as Chairman of the Calcutta University 

Commission; and his return to Oxford as Master of University College from 1923 


to 1934.

A HISTORY OF THE UNIVERSITY OF TRINITY COLLEGE, 
TORONTO, 1852-1952. Edited by T. A. Reed. University of Toronto

This history is important for the light it throws on the educational and religious 

conditions of its times. The political conditions which led Bishop Strachan to ‘refound’ 

the college in his old age as Trinity College after the secularisation of the original 

King’s College are also mentioned briefly in the chapter devoted to his life. Subsequent 

chapters tell of the organisation, administration and financing, and of faculty and 

student life. Lists are appended of the fallen in both wars, and of graduates who 
became bishops; many are already mentioned in the text, as are outstanding scholars 
and athletes. Well documented, interesting, and brightened by touches of humour, 
this book has a place in the history of education in Canada. (378°713541)

THE ENCYCLOPAEDIA OF BRITISH EMPIRE POSTAGE STAMPS, 
1661-1951.

This profusely illustrated work is a considerable expansion of the previous edition. 
Whilst, in the main, devoted to the study of adhesive postage stamps, it also covers 
handstruck stamps, postal history, cancellations, pictorial envelopes and ship letters. 
Both the beginner and the stamp collector generally will find it a most useful 
encyclopedia of philatelic information, and it is difficult to imagine even a specialist 
who could not find in it new and important matter. In fact, no lover of philately can 
afford to be without this publication. A pamphlet dictionary of philatelic terms in 
English, French, German and Swedish accompanies the volume.

LINES OF CHARACTER. L. T. C. Rolkt in association with P. B. White- 
house.

It is in keeping that the frontispiece of this book shows two little tank engines puffing 

along between Tralee and Dingle, for it celebrates mainly small lines in England, 
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Wales, Scotland and Ireland. The routes were indeed often sleepy and forgotten, but 
never dull, and one particular locomotive and carriage, working on the Shropshire 
and Montgomeryshire Railway, appears so fantastic as scarcely to be credible. But 
indeed everything described and illustrated in these nostalgic pages once ran, and 
provided many of the smaller pleasures of steam traction. (385:1)

This authoritative and well-produced reference work, perhaps the only one of its 

kind in the world, gives details of railways all over the world. It is profusely illustrated 

and gives information on the conditions of operation and type of equipment in use 
on the railways, and is designed for the use of railway officials and engineers, manu- 
facturers, students, and all who are interested in modern transport. The volume is 
divided into six geographical areas (North America, South America, Europe, Africa, 
Asia, Australasia) and the countries are arranged alphabetically in each area, the 
railways being given alphabetically under each country. (385-1)

HANDBOOK OF ENGLISH MEDIAEVAL COSTUME. C. Willett 
Cunnington and Phillis Cunnington. Faber, 30s. 224 cm. 192 pages. Coloured 
frontispiece and 79 pages (3 in colour) of line drawings by Barbara Phillipson. 
Glossary. Bibliography. Index. 
A reference book on English costume from A.D. 800-1500 chronologically arranged, 
with subdivisions for men’s and women’s dress. The illustrations are based on figures 
taken from illuminated manuscripts, monumental brasses, wall paintings and other 
contemporary sources, a list of which is given at the end. Barbara Phillipson’s drawings 
are greatly superior to most costume illustration and may be used for other purposes, 
e.g. to date medieval effigies, brasses, etc. Valuable features of the work are the glossary 
of materials, colours and special terms, and the literary references given in the text 
which date almost every article of clothing described. Dr. and Mrs. Cunnington are 
well known as writers on historical costume; their latest book will be invaluable for 
theatrical, film and television productions and a useful addition to the costume section 
in any reference library.

THE ELIZABETHAN WOMAN. A Panorama of English Womanhood, 
1540 to 1640.

A description of the Elizabethan woman in all aspects of her life, and ranging from 

courtship to cosmetics. Written from a wide acquaintance with the contemporary 

literature, both feminist and anti-feminist, it provides much information on the social 

habits of the period. It is profusely illustrated, quite a few being from contemporary 

woodcuts, and the notes and b ibliography will provide a handy guide to the literature 

of the subject. (396)

BIRD LORE. C. E. Hare. Country Life, 18s. 22°8 cm. 192 pages. 25 reproduc- 
tions from Bewick as chapter headings. 

This book may be used equally well for browsing as for reference. It collects under the 

most important species or groups of species (not neglecting those acclimatised or 
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domesticated in Britain) information about the folk-lore, proverbs and the origin of 
names. The folk-lore sections are not confined to English customs and sayings, but 
range through classical mythology to that of Scandinavia and North America. Each 
chapter has a few pages of legends and literary references followed by a list of proverbs 
and their derivations. One long appendix gives a list of local names, and others give 
general proverbs about birds, derivation of names and a bibliography. (398)

THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE. Ernest Weekley. New editicn. André Deutsch, 
gs.6d. 22°2 cm. 138 pages. Reading list. Index. (Language Library) 
This well-known book, first published in 1928, is here revised and brought up to date. 
Professor Weekley discusses the history of the English language and its relation to the 
Aryan and Teutonic families. He traces it through Anglo-Saxon and Middle English 
to Modern English, and shows the work of writers who helped to form the language. 
He deals with pronunciation, foreign and classical elements and influences, and the 
characteristic methods of word-making. Professor J. W. Clark of the University of 
Minnesota contributes a chapter on American English, giving emphasis to speech, 
accidence and idiom. All! readers will welcome this new edition. (420°9)

SCIENCE IN AUSTRALIA. Proceedings of a Seminar Organised by the 
Australian National University on the Occasion of the Jubilee of the Common- 
wealth of Australia, Canberra, July 24-27, 1951.

Many scientists, including some notable men from overseas, participated in the 

seminar at which, for the first time on such a scale, scientific progress in Australia, 

and the main problems confronting research workers, were reviewed. In the six 
sessions the following fields were considered: bibliographical, physical and medical 
sciences, science and defence, the training of the scientists, and scientific policy for 

Australia. The addresses and ensuing discussions recorded are informative, of interest 

to research workers and persons concerned with the organisation and finance of 

scientific work and the training of future scientists. (so7)

VOLUME AND INTEGRAL. Werner W. Rogosinski. Oliver & Boyd, 
10s.6d. 19 cm. 169 pages. 11 diagrams. Bibliography. Index. (University Mathe- 
matical Texts) 
Rogosinski’s description of the Lebesgue integral is intended for Honours degree 
students, in order that this powerful analytical tool need no longer be the stock in 
trade of the research worker only. After a brief chapter on sets of points, he studies the 
question of the ‘content of a set’, describing first the Peano-Jordan process, and showing 
that while this is adequate for many purposes it is not a completely satisfactory answer; 
this indicates the need for the Lebesgue theory of measure. Similarly, the Riemann 
integral (corresponding roughly to the Peano-Jordan measure) is described, and its 
analytical deficiencies exhibited; the Lebesgue integral then appears as the answer to 
specific questions. The final chapter presents the connection between integration and 
differentiation. The exposition is simple, stressing the geometrical aspect of the integral 
as the ‘volume’ of the ordinate set of the function, and the delicate analysis is clearly 
and carefully presented. (51773)

THE SKY AND ITS MYSTERIES. Ernest Agar Beet. Bell, 15s. 19 cm. 
238 pages. 15 plates. 56 figures. Folding map. References. Bibliography. Index. 


Addressed to the adult layman, this book outlines the whole field of general astronomy 
at the present time. Short introductory chapters cover the historical background and 
the main astronomical instruments. The earth, which will be the subject of another 
work in this series, is dealt with only briefly; the rest of the planets and the moon 
receive more attention. The stellar system is introduced by a chapter on the sun 
considered as a typical star of its class. Finally the various hypotheses put forward to 
explain some of the unsolved problems of astronomy are expounded and cautiously 
discussed. ($23)

MAP INTERPRETATION. G. H. Dury, with a contribution by H. C. 


Brookfield. Pitman, 15s. 22°2 cm. 215 pages. 4 plates. 14 diagrams. References.

“Map interpretation’, as employed by Dr. Dury, covers the technique for obtaining 
from topographical maps the maximum of information on physical and human 
geography. The evolution of the physical landscape is treated according to the classical 
hypothesis of ‘process, structure, and stage’. Dr. Dury recognises the necessity for 
experience in the field, and stresses the limitations imposed by the standard of the 
particular map. In dealing with human geography, his approach is even more 
cautious, and rightly so. The reader will feel, that after such exercises in map inter- 
pretation, the validity of the conclusions reached should always be tested in the field. 
The value of this book, intended for university students, is in its clear exposition of 
technique, and in the specific examples which it provides. (526-8)

ESSENTIALS OF FLUID DYNAMICS. With Applications to Hydraulics, 
Aeronautics, Meteorology and Other Subjects. Ludwig Prandtl. Translated from 
the German by W. M. Deans.

A translation of the German 1949 edition, with an appendix prepared by British 

experts giving references to British and American papers published in 1939-45. It is a 

guide that may be used by beginners and by advanced students. The plan is much 

that of the author’s Physics of Solids and Fluids (1930), but very much modernised and 

amplified. As is usual with this leading pioneer and teacher, the exposition is out- 

standingly lucid.

The use of thermal diffusion for separating gas mixtures dates from 1938. In this 

monograph special prominence is given to the great volume of experimental work 

which has since been done in this field although earlier research is quoted in applica- 
tions of the method to the understanding of molecular forces; only an outline of the 
theory is presented. There are short chapters on the diffusion thermoeffect and on 
thermal diffusion in liquids. (533°13)

This series of pamphlets aims to illustrate how the knowledge gained in aerodynamic 

research can be applied to a wide range of industrial problems. The present booklet 

considers wind pressures on buildings, bridges and pylons; chimneys and funnels; 
ventilation, storage and drying processes; flow in ducts; furnaces and flues; wind 
tunnels; and measurement techniques. (533°6) 


SUPERCONDUCTIVITY. D. Shoenberg. 2nd edition. Cambridge University

In this new edition of a monograph first published in 1938 no radical change has been 

necessary in the first three chapters relating to the magnetic and thermodynamic 

properties of macroscopic superconductors, but the following two chapters, covering 
the structure of the intermediate state and magnetic penetration effects, have required 
entirely fresh and more extended treatment. The final chapter briefly describes recent 
theoretical advances. The monograph forms an invaluable reference work for the 
research worker and gives an excellent general account of the subject, on which 
the author, who is in charge of the Cambridge Mond Laboratory, is a leading 
authority.

Canada’s Chalk River Atomic Energy project, has addressed his text to the layman, 

the technician and the industrial scientist. He includes a general introduction of 
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scientific fundamentals and the basic principles of atomic energy and radioactivity. 
The production of radioisotopes and their present and possible use in industries, such 
as metallurgy, ceramic and rubber, in public health, and in agriculture are described. 
He also discusses dangers and techniques in handling radioisotopes. A clear style and 
ample illustrative material, well chosen and explained, add value to the text.

While working in the Belgian Congo, the author was sent to report on outbreaks 
of volcanic activity in the Virunga range on the north-eastern shores of Lake Kivu. 
This experience interested him in volcanology, and he has pursued this subject 
enthusiastically and hazardously. Interspersed in his lively narrative is an outline of 


the principles of the science; a more rigorous separation of these two subjects might

An introduction to the climatology of the British Isles, and particularly to ‘the 

vicissitudes, regular and irregular, past and present, of our atmospheric environment’. 

The author is a recognised authority on his subject, and brings to it an unusually broad 

outlook, humour, and the fruits of wide reading. After an examination of the 

properties of our ‘moist atmosphere’, and the atmospheric circulation over the region, 
in which the fundamental roles of Icelandic depressions and the Azores anticyclone 
are made clear, he explains the types of weather characteristic of the four seasons, and 
the variations which may be experienced. He then deals with the effect of landscape 
features on weather at some length, climate in British history, and its influence on 
man and his activities. In this stimulating and important book he touches on every 


problem likely to arise whenever that most controversial subject—the weather—is 
discussed.

This is a most 
scholarly report of an exact and strictly scientific investigation which anyone seriously

The author, a former Professor of Zoology in the University of Melbourne, is 

familiar with the fields of philosophy and psychology as well as biology. In the main 

divisions of his book, first published in 1943 and now revised, Professor Agar discusses 
the unity of the organism, the organism as a psychophysical system, animal behaviour 
in terms of perception, embryonic development, and evolution. Throughout, his 
admiration for Whitehead’s philosophy of organism is evident. There is a copious 
bibliography.

This is really a naturalists’ book, although the setting of the experiences described is 
on a Scottish farm, whose topography and seasonal tasks are chronicled with sensitive- 
ness and affection. But the best moments deal with the local animals, the pewits, 
partridges, hares and so on. The longer descriptive episodes, such as the hunting of a 
family of weasels along a bank, the tentative movements of the rats which have 
escaped the slaughter at threshing as they seek new homes, the hunting trips after 
grouse on the higher ground, are treated with keen observation and a clear, uncom- 
plicated style.

He is familiar with the minutest life histories of the ‘flies’ that trout eat, as if they were 

before him in an aquarium; he watches his fish as if they were birds in full view; and 

in addition to the fascinating particulars of managing and catching fish he spares a 

penetrating glance at most of the wild creatures of the rivers and banks.

It is 
biochemical in approach, though the pure chemistry background has not been

The late Dr. Dakin, Emeritus Professor of Zoology, University of Sydney, made the 
study of Australian seashores and seas his life-work. During the five years spent in 
preparing for this book he and his collaborators explored 2,000 miles of coastline. 
The results of their work, including hundreds of illustrations mostly reproduced from 
their own photographs, provide an account of marine activity and the animals and 
vegetable life of the seashore. Scientific accuracy has not been sacrificed, but many 
non-technical enthusiasts as well as those trained in science will value this record.

Mr. Hepburn is an amateur botanist and perhaps by virtue of this he has given us a 
well-rounded account in non-technical language of a habitat which has been less 
disturbed by man than any other in Great Britain except moorland. After some 
valuable introductory chapters on ecology, coastal physiography (contributed by 
Professor J. A. Steers), and on the special physiological problems of this zone, he 
takes the types of coastal habitat in the order: salt-marsh, sand dune, shingle beach, 
rocks, cliff-tops and brackish water, and considers the characteristics and species of 
each. At the end is a long descriptive section on all species of plants to be found on 
the coast.

there is a key to determine the genus; then further keys and the wonderful series of 
full-page photographs to identify the species. In every instance there is a plate, 
natural size, and a second one magnified eight times to show the finer diagnostic

Dr. F. H. S. Roberts, an authority on veterinary parasitology, has aimed at presenting 
for use by both the scientific worker and the farmer or grazier a guide to insects, 
ticks and mites of veterinary interest in Australia. Classifications, definitions and keys 
to identification form the technical sections, while life cycles, economic importance 
and control are described in relatively simple terms. Illustrations are numerous and 
helpful, there is an extensive bibliography, and the appendix deals with collection 
and preservation of specimens. (s91°6) 


LINGER AND LOOK. L. Hugh Newman. Staples Press, 11s.6d. 21°5 cm. 
200 pages. 40 photographs. 
Mr. Newman is an entomologist and naturalist well known to B.B.C. listeners and 
this latest of his books maintains his high standard of straightforward observation 
and description of nature. All amateur naturalists, but especially those who keep and 
breed Lepidoptera, will appreciate his hints on where to look for this and that species 
and how to look after them in captivity. The greater part of the book deals with 
butterflies and moths, illustrated by a series of very beautiful photographs, but other 
short chapters glance at pond life, sea-shore and plant galls. There are especially

This handsomely produced book is not an exhaustive monograph on the mandarin 
duck. Rather, it is an appreciation of a bird of extreme beauty and great character.

There follows an account of its life history as observed 
in captive or feral conditions in Great Britain and a history of its acclimatisation here. 
The style is easy and not without anecdote, but the literature has been widely con- 
sulted and altogether the book is a well-rounded account which will be welcome to 
ornithologists and wild-fowl fanciers.

It was obviously not easy to choose sixteen birds particularly symbolic of British 
mountains; in fact some of the species, osprey, hen-harrier, sea-cagle, have been 
rather dragged in. This does not matter because the purpose is to present a splendid 
collection of Mr. Lodge’s paintings splendidly reproduced. Particularly pleasing are 
the ones of carrion crow, buzzard and golden eagle. A short introduction is followed 
by about a page of text on each of the species illustrated. The information given is not 
startlingly new, but it is modestly written and accurate and the names of the species 
are given in various European languages.

Any book by a wildfowler brims over with enthusiasm and this one, which describes 

the fowling grounds and the status and movements of the duck and geese concerned 

from Hamburg to the mouth of the Elbe, is no exception. But there is much more 
than enthusiasm here; there is careful observation and understanding of the general 
picture of European migratory movements underlying what may be seen along the 

Elbe. There is also a very interesting description of the management and gradual 

reclamation of the marshes and a separate chapter on the different species of geese

This book has been long awaited and marks an epoch in African ornithology. It and 

its successor will be just about portable (a very great achievement) and are designed 

for use in the field. There are identification keys to all groups and condensed accounts 
with description, distribution, and African range and habits. The area covered extends 
from the Sudan to Nyasaland and from Uganda to the east coast, and the present 
volume includes all the non-passerine species. Not the least of the labour has been 
the inclusion of all Palaearctic migrants which are seen in East Africa during their 
non-breeding season.

NOTES ON NURSING. Florence Nightingale. Duckworth, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 
143 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 

First published in 1859, a year before the foundation of the first nurses’ training 
school at St. Thomas’s Hospital, London, these notes, still of the greatest interest, 
reveal the minute care for detail which Florence Nightingale brought to her colossal 
task, a quality in herself overshadowed by courage, statesmanship and drive, but here 
stressed as essential to the good nurse. She writes very simply not of nursing techniques 
but of the everyday management of the sickroom, of the necessity to the patient's 
well-being of cleanliness, warmth, fresh air, sunlight, quiet, and cheerfulness, factors 
then as now largely dependent upon the personality of the nurse, her management, 
intelligent observation, reliability, discretion and experience. (610-73) 


FIBRE SYSTEMS OF THE BRAIN AND SPINAL CORD. M. K. 
Wright. Witwatersrand University Press (Johannesburg, South Africa), 40s. 27-3 cm. 
103 pages. 53 illustrations. Bibliography. 

Dr. Wright provides a clear dissection manual for the student, the need for which, 

as Lecturer in Anatomy, he himself has felt in the practical laboratory tuition of gross 

neuroanatomy and fibre pathways. Of the four chapters, the first three, covering 
principles of organisation in the nervous system, the spinal cord, diagrams and com- 
mentaries on the principal fibre systems of the central nervous system, are 
recommended for study during the course of practical brain dissection. The fourth 
chapter, an atlas of brain stem sections, with each plate accompanied by physiological 
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notes illustrating a set of fibres, is designed to assist students in their later examination 
of brain stem sections. (611 


OSTEOARTHRITIS OF THE HIP, with Special Reference to Treatment 
by Vitallium Mould Arthroplasty. W. Alexander Law. Butterworth, 25s. 22*2 cm. 
98 pages. 31 illustrations. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 

This excellent monograph ta the Assistant Surgeon, Orthopaedic Department, the 

London Hospital, was aw arded the Robert Jones Prize and Gold Medal of the British 

Orthopaedic Association for 1950. Preliminary chapters on aetiology, pathology and 

clinical features are followed by a detailed consideration of conservative treatment, 

the minor operative procedures, combined capsulectomy, acetabulo-plasty and 
cheilotomy, and major operative treatment, arthrodesis, osteotomy and arthroplasty. 

Three chapters are devoted to vitallium mould arthroplasty, to a description of the 

Smith-Petersen technique, its complications and an assessment of the results. Mr. Law’s 

study is based on a consecutive series of 160 patients treated by vitallium mould 

arthroplasty. (616-7) 


THE SPREAD OF TUMOURS IN THE HUMAN BODY. R.A. Willis. 
2nd edition. Butterworth, 63s. 25-4 cm. 486 pages. 85 illustrations. Bibliography.

For the second edition of the standard reference book in this field (now republished 

to supplement the author’s Pathology of Tumours) the Professor of Pathology, 

University of Leeds, has revised the text, personally studied over 2,000 papers and 

analysed a consecutive series of 500 cancer necropsies. The material falls broadly into 

two parts, an exhaustive study of tumour metastasis being followed by fifteen 
chapters devoted to a consideration of secondary tumours of organs, bones and skin. 

This authoritative work is excellently documented and is uniform in style with its

SURGERY OF THE OESOPHAGUS. R. H. Franklin. Edward Arnold, 42s.

This well illustrated and documented monograph considers the oesophagus as a 
physiological whole, and its surgery asa field for the experienced general surgeon, 
not to be sharply divided into the several regions of the ear, nose and throat, thoracic 
and abdominal surgeons, but requiring the co-operation of these and other specialists 
for its successful development. It is a masterly and practical study, by the Senior 
Lecturer and Surgeon, Postgraduate Medical School of London, who, besides con- 
sidering at some length diagnostic techniques, operative procedures and pre- and 
post-operative care, concisely describes cach condition. The chapters are often 
prefaced by interesting historical notes. (617)

it includes, besides an additional chapter on the Nurse and Surgical Diagnosis, 
extensively revised sections on such subjects as anaesthetics, antibiotics, burns, radio- 
therapy, and gastric, thoracic, cerebral and ophthalmic surgery. Stressing nursing 
care, usefully and well illustrated, this is also a concise, clearly arranged reference 
book for the qualified nurse.

TENSORS IN ELECTRICAL MACHINE THEORY. W. J. Gibbs.

Tensor calculus has only recently been applied to the design of electrical machinery, 
first by G. Kron; most engineers are unfamiliar with the method and find it rather 
difficult. The book is intended to be an introduction, but to many readers the progress 
will be hard and slow. It demands a mathematical standard which is expected nowa- 
days of advanced students but rarely attained by earlier generations. If, however, he 
is successful, the reader will have secured a useful tool in research or machine design.

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MAJOR FAULTS IN POWER SYSTEMS. A. G. Lyle. Chapman & 
Hall, 45s. 22-2 cm. 371 pages. Plates. Illustrations. Diagrams. Tables. Bibliography.

An examination of the behaviour of power systems under fault conditions in which 

emphasis is on actual occurrence and on quantitative values of fault currents and 

voltages. The study involves consideration of relay protective schemes and circuit 
breakers, and of surge diverters, absorbers and suppressors. System fault calculations 
and neutral inversion are also dealt with. The viewpoint is that of the practising 
engineer concerned with the development and application of fault control and 
protective gear. The book is suited to the needs of system engineers, switchgear 
designers and senior students in technical colleges and universities.

A revision of the work by Sir Edward Appleton, first published in 1932. The extent

Dr. Hunter, who is widely known 
for his work in breeding and developing improved types of barley at the National 
Institute of Agricultural Botany, Cambridge, deals with every aspect of the crop 
and emphasises the considerations involved in producing stiff-strawed, heavy-yieldin~ 
strains to meet present-day requirements.

Writing largely on the basis of British rather than 

American practice, the author has filled a definite gap in our literature and has 

provided the advanced student with an excellent introduction to the drying oils 

industry. The only criticism is that the second half of the book, presumably through

STEVENAGE. A Sociological Study of a New Town. Harold Orlans. Routledge &

Stevenage as one of the British Government's ‘new towns’, designed to house 
altogether over a million people from London, dates from 1946. This book, describing 
the first four years of its development, well illustrates the difficulties of such a venture, 
particularly those arising from local opposition and from the relationships between 
the town’s Development Corporation and other government departments. The 
author discusses fully the sociological factors involved, basing his remarks on numerous 
interviews as well as on observation and documentary research. (711-0942)

ARCHITECTURAL PRINCIPLES IN THE AGE OF HUMANISM. 
Rudolf Wittkower. 2nd edition. Alec Tiranti, 25s. 22-2 cm. 156 pages. 111 illustra- 
tions. 10 diagrams. Bibliographical notes. Index. (Tiranti Library) 
This very important book was first published in 1949 as Volume XIX of the Studies 
of the Warburg Institute. It created a profound impression in intellectual circles all 
over the world, and was quickly sold out. The new and revised edition contains an 
additional short chapter on optical and psychological factors in the architecture of 
Palladio, next to Alberti the greatest theorist among humanist architects, and some 
new plates and footnotes. In his remarkable work, Rudolf Wittkower, Professor of 
Art in the University of London, exposes the fallacy of the traditionally accepted and 
purely aesthetic theory of Renaissance Architecture and proves by conclusive con- 
temporary evidence the close interrelation of Renaissance conceptions of proportion 
with Religious Symbolism, Music, Philosophy and Science. (724°1) 


THE MODERN SHOP. Bryan and Norman Westwood. Architectural Press, 30s. 
24 cm. 183 pages. 139 photographs, drawings and plans. Bibliography. Index. 
In 1937 a useful book, Smaller Retail Shops, was published by the same authors, who 
are experienced shop architects. The present volume incorporates some of the material 
of the earlier book, but is, in effect, a new work, both comprehensive and up-to-date. 
Chapters are included on the site, the plan and the fagade, on self-service shops, 
fixtures and fittings, lighting, heating, costs and so on. Primarily intended for those 
who are professionally concerned with the design of shops, it should also appeal to 
the discriminating shopkeeper. It is extremely well illustrated with drawings and 
photographs of recent shops in the United Kingdom and abroad. (725°2)

The author, who is Lecturer in Theology in the University of Birmingham, briefly 

surveys the historical background of Christianity and then proceeds to examine the 

whole field of architecture and furniture of churches during the first six centuries. A 

handbook of this kind has not been attempted in recent years in England, and it 

deserves to be widely used. Students of architecture, in particular, will be grateful for 
the many ground plans provided. There are also a number of photographs, and the

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FARM BUILDINGS—NEW AND ADAPTED. Edwin Gunn. 4th, revised, 
edition.

A practical guide to the principles of building construction as they concern farm 

buildings and cottages. Since it was first published in 1935, and more particularly in 

post-war years, there have been marked changes both in farming practice and general 
economic conditions, and the author has therefore modified his book accordingly. He 
takes into account the need for sound and satisfactory work, together with low 
maintenance costs, in the face of continued shortages of high-grade materials and 
rising capital costs. It all makes profitable reading for landlord, owner-occupier, 
ind tenant farmer alike, for, apart from constructional details of the various individual 
buildings, the author gives sound advice on allied topics such as water supplies, 
drainage, light, power, roads and fences.

analysis. The information is well presented in classified and tabulated form, copiously 
supported by illustrations and plates. The book admirably carries out the programme 

outlined in the preface of ‘instruction rather than discussion’. (746-7)

A general survey of post-war interior decoration in Great Britain by a noted expert.

(1804-89), ‘a remarkable and diligent Victorian woman of the arts, sciences and 
letters’, to use the description in Mr. Sewter’s Introduction, collected a large number 
of historical texts on fresco technique, translated them into English and presented the 
information in the form of a manual for the practising artist. Her book has since 
become the starting point for the study of this branch of painting and a documentary 
uarry for the art historian. The facsimile reprint contains only very slight changes 
om the original.

FRA ANGELICO. John Pope-Hennessy. Phaidon Press, 73s.6d. 31 cm. 219 pages.

A Phaidon volume on Fra Angelico (1387-1455), perhaps the best known and best 
loved of all Italian painters, is a notable event. Mr. Pope-Hennessy has produced a 
distinguished monograph, backed by impeccable production, in which sympathy 
with the artist’s personality is blended with masterly technical appraisal of the formal 
elements in his painting. Ninety pages of Introduction and Catalogue enclose the main 
section of plates, in which all the authentic paintings of Fra Angelico are reproduced, 
the frescoes in the Vatican and at San Marco, Florence, from new photographs. Each 
colour plate is immediately followed by a monochrome plate of the same picture, 
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and detail photographs are frequent. Works ascribed to Fra Angelico and lost works are 
separately listed, while full documentary information is given in the Catalogue. (759°5)

on the Plates included in the first edition; the List of Plates in the present volume 
contains only the briefest details. Despite this cutt ing down of historical and technical 
information all serious students of Rembrandt will wish to acquire this new edition 
on account of the superb quality of the plates.

Mr. Russell’s ability to explain photographic problems in simple everyday language 
and his friendly style of writing have long made him popular among amateur 
photographers. This handbook begins by outlining all the factors of technique that 
contribute to obtaining technical perfection in miniature photography. There are 
particularly fine chapters on negative materials, light and lighting, action photography, 
night photography, landscape, portraiture, lantern slides, composition, developers, 
colour processing, checking faults, projection printing and optical matters. The 
chapter on things to make, consisting of gadgets that the photographer can build 
himself, constitutes a valuable little book on its own. (770°2)

Centre for ‘Photography’, 25s. 24 cm. 197 pages. 186 photographs. 
The Photography Year Book has maintained its high standard as an international review 
devoted to the year’s finest photographs. Cecil Beaton, Mousef Karsh, Kurt Hutton, 
Angus McBean, Rold Winquist, Andreas Feinger and Merlyn Severn, are only a few 
of the world-famous photographers who have contributed. Sections include: Photo- 
graphs of Cecil Beaton, The Italians, Evolution of Pictorial Photography, 
Photo-Reportage with the Miniature, Photography in the Service of Mankind, The 
World’s Best Pictures, Congo Pilgrim, and Photography of Young Britons (twenty- 
six years and under). Summaries of the various articles are given in French and 
German.

CARL NIELSEN, SYMPHONIST, 1865-1931. Robert Simpson. Dent, 
21s. 22*2 cm. 252 pages. 8 illustrations. 2 facsimiles. 76 musical examples. Bio- 
graphical appendix by Torben Meyer. Index. 

Growing recognition of this Danish composer’s importance makes welcome the first 

book in English on his music. All his six symphonies are closely but readably analysed 

at length by Dr. Simpson, with the liberal aid of musical examples. He succeeds in his 

purpose of showing how Nielsen’s personal style of harmonic and tonal thought 

evolved to express a challenging philosophy of life. The analyses should be studied 

with a score, as a means to unde -rstanding Nielsen’s somewhat elusive style. His other 
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important music is discussed in six final complementary chapters. Throughout, 
Dr. Simpson emphasises points of affinity with and of differences from contemporary 
composers.

A PLAY TO-NIGHT. J. C. Trewin. Elek Books, 16s. 22-2 cm. 220 pages. 
Portrait of the author by Ronald Searle. Index. 
“This book of observations on the theatre’, says Mr. Trewin, with admirable exactness, 
‘covers a period between the late summer of 1949 and the early summer of 1952. . . 
These pages are not intended to be a historical survey. They are the programme notes, 
the diversions and digressions, the personal opinions, the delights (or otherwise) of a 
playgoer who is happy to be a dramatic critic’. Many productions in London, 
Stratford, Birmingham, and Edinburgh are covered, and the author’s impressions, 
reprinted from The Observer, John o’London’s, etc. have all the merits as well as the 
limitations of good, vigorous journalism. (79200942) 


THE FUGITIVE ART. Dramatic Commentaries, 1947-1951. T. C. Worsley. 
Lehmann, 18s. 22-2 cm. 263 pages. 17 illustrations. Index. 
Believing that there is a need for some permanent record of one of the most transitory 
of the arts, Mr. Worsley has assembled dramatic reviews contributed to the weekly 
columns of the New Statesman. He has chosen the more weighty of his notices, and 
has omitted all reviews of music-hall, musicals and the lighter forms of drama. Here 
is considered criticism of a high order, and there is a note of optimism in the book, for 
Mr. Worsley has found in the years 1947-51 that the theatre is ‘in a very healthy state 
of ferment’. In his introduction he discusses some of the functions of dramatic

THE BALLET CALLED SWAN LAKE. Cyril W. Beaumont. Beaumont, 
258. 21°§ cm. 176 pages. 58 illustrations. Diagrams in text, and folding diagram. 
Bibliography. Index. 

The history of Swan Lake is complicated, the traditions contradictory and the primary 

sources remote and incomplete, yet from them Mr. Beaumont has patiently and 

lucidly reconstructed the vicissitudes of this great classic of romantic ballet from 

Reisinger’s original version of 1877 to the Malmé and Belgrade productions of 

1951-52. Much of the original documentation is quoted in full; the musical history 

of the ballet is unravelled; changes in plot and interpretation are noticed and described; 

and contemporary criticisms and descriptions are quoted. Many settings and costume 
designs are reproduced, together with photographs of important productions and 

of famous interpreters of the leading role. (7928) 


ULANOVA AND THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE SOVIET BALLET. 
V. Bogdanov Beresovsky. Translated from the Russian by Stephen Garry and 
Joan Lawson. MacGibbon & Kee, 18s. 20°9 cm. 147 pages. 31 photographs. Notes. 

A subtle and devoted account of the world-famous ballerina, by a distinguished 

Russian critic. His thorough and remarkably vivid analysis of Ulanova’s personal 

dance style, and his equally fine descriptions of her various roles, and her characteristic 

tireless endeavours towards perfection in interpretation, create a powerful impression 
of a dancer who works wholly to enrich her art and who, in so doing, has immeasur- 
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ably enriched contemporary Russian classical dance. In his foreword C. W. Beaumont 
praises the author's stimulating critical skill and corrects his few historical mis- 
conceptions.

MARGOT FONTEYN. MOIRA SHEARER. Edited and with Notes by 
Hugh Fisher.

In this new series each dancer is presented in a number of photographs set in a well- 

proportioned biographical and critical commentary. The first illustrates nearly all 

Miss Fonteyn’s roles (but not her latest creation, Frederick Ashton’s Sylvia) since the 

Sadler’s Wells Ballet first appeared at the Royal Opera House in February 1946, 

preceded by a few earlier studies. The second follows Miss Shearer’s career since 

1946, showing her in classical roles, new creations, her first two films The Red Shoes 

and The Tales of Hoffmann, and in poses at the barre. (792-8)

during the year, obituaries and critical portraits, and notes on new books. Among 

the illustrations are some fine portraits, and a further selection of Roger Wood's 
informal photographs of the Sadler’s Wells Theatre Ballet, besides a brilliantly evoca- 

tive record of numerous new productions and interpretations of the year.

The principles of bidding at contract bridge employed by a leading American player 
and adopted by many other experts are explained here in an easy and fluent style. 
The book is mainly for the expert, for the author assumes that the reader already 
knows a good deal about bridge. At the same time the ‘ average’ player will find 
much of value and pleasure in the sound advice given and in the original ideas which 
are expressed.

A factual review of a year of sport in Britain and the Commonwealth, given chrono- 

logically from September 1951 to August 1952. Every kind of outdoor sport is 

commented upon as well as such indoor sports as boxing, wrestling and table tennis. 

A detailed review of the Olympic Games at Helsinki in 1952 is included, with detailed 

results of every event.

Two additions to a good series of practical books for the young sportsman by a

Lister’s book has an admirable short history of prize fighting and boxing in Great

ANNAPURNA. Maurice Herzog. Translated from the French by Nea Morin and 
Janet Adam Smith. Introduction by Eric Shipton. Cape, 15s. 20-3 cm. 288 pages.

The first ascent of an 8,000-metre peak—Annapurna, in Nepal—was accomplished 

by a French Himalayan expedition in 1950. Valuable time and energy had already 

been expended on fruitless reconnaissance of an inaccessible neighbouring peak. 

Difficulty was also experienced in finding, before the onset of the rains, the only 

possible route to the summit of Annapurna, which was climbed by the leader, 

Maurice Herzog, and a guide, Lachenal. On the way down they were caught in a 

severe storm, lost their way, and had to shelter for a night in a crevasse at over 23,000 

feet. Both were severely frostbitten and their sufferings on the long, hard march back 

to India are graphically described. The leader’s account of this remarkable and 
courageous adventure makes inspiring reading. The translation is good, and the book 
includes a wonderful colour photograph of the great peak and several excellent maps.

This book provides a system of self-instruction specially suited to the beginner and 

based on the Arlberg method of skiing. The method is adapted to modern popular 

skiing and the authors give logical step-by-step instruction in the sport with the 
purpose of enabling the skier to cope with whatever conditions may be encountered. 

They also deal with equipment, and its care, skiing ctiquette and conditioning 

exercises. The illustrations are clear and precise and cover all moves and manoeuvres

YACHTING WORLD ANNUAL, 1953. Iliffe for the “Yachting World’, 303.

The annual volume of the monthly periodical, the Yachting World, is invaluable for 
its survey of events of the 1952 season in ocean racing, regattas, dinghy championships 
and cruising under power and sail. Two of the most interesting special articles are those 
by Mr. Alan Wright on the Olympic Games—disappointing for Great Britain—and 
Mr. Robert Clark’s account of the Transatlantic Race which attracts world-wide 
attention. The section devoted to new yachts of the year includes many interesting 
powered craft.

THE HORSEMAN’S YEAR, 1953. Edited by W. E. Lyon. Collins, 15s. 
22°8 cm. 222 pages. 73 plates. Drawings in text. 
All the articles in this now well-established annual are by well-known authorities, 
and, as usual, are supplemented by excellent photographs. All kinds of sport associated 
with horses are dealt with, including flat racing in Britain, the Commonwealth and 
America, point-to-point racing, the National Hunt season, show jumping, polo 
and a special article on the Olympic Games at Helsinki by Harry Llewellyn and Tony 
Collings. There are also chapters on the Irish National Stud, Light Horse Breeding in 
England and Sporting Pictures. Tables of results of races, horse shows and the Olympic 
and other championships form appendices to the volume.

A second and revised edition of a work first published in 1938 and since reprinted 
four times. It deals authoritatively with all aspects of the schooling of the horse and 
of advanced equitation; and is established as a classic for all but diehard opponents 
of the forward seat.

THE CHOIR SPEAKS. A Choral Speaking Anthology. Compiled and edited 

by W. G. Bebbington and E. N. Brown. Methuen, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 213 pages. Index. 
In principle, this book follows the line laid down in previous books on choral speaking. 
It offers, however, suggestions for practice which are more carefully worked out than 
is usually the case. These should help beginners and stimulate established choirs. The 
editors’ views on simple stage presentation are sound and should encourage a realistic 
interpretation of poems suitable for limited dramatisation—thus off-setting the 
incorrigibly lyric approach which is an ever-present danger. The merit of this 
anthology is that it is enthusiastic, and soundly based. That it is, in places, controversial 
adds to its interest. (808-55) 


A BOOK OF BEAUTY. An Anthology of Words and Pictures. Compiled 
by John Hadfield. Hulton Press, 17s.6d. 21-5 cm. 256 pages. 63 plates (32 in colour). 
Notes on illustrations. Index of authors and composers. 

Audacious as the title is, Mr. Hadfield justifies it in this delectable anthology of poetry, 

music, prose, paintings, sculpture and objects d’art. He states his theme by quoting 

Richard Jefferies: “The exceeding beauty of the earth in her splendour of life yields a 

new thought with every petal . . .’ and illustrates the theme with a rich variety of 

interpretations and comments from many ages and countries—an Elizabethan lyric, a 

Persian miniature, a noble piece of craftsmanship, a Japanese print; a photograph of 

Margot Fonteyn, Henry Moorc’s Madonna, or a glass engraved by Laurence Whistler; 

a passage from T. S. Eliot, Pater, or Traherne, a painting by Rembrandt or Paul Nash.

THE WHITE GODDESS. A Historical Grammar of Poetic Myth. Robert 
Graves. 3rd edition, amended and enlarged. Faber, 35s. 228 cm. 496 pages. Index. 
Mr. Graves has written a new foreword and revised his now famous treatise on poetic 
inspiration, which offers an extraordinary wealth of little-known or forgotten legends 
and strange historical parallels. He sees poetry as the continued expression of the great 
theme of Life and Death, handed down from the far-off periods when poets were a 
sacrosanct class closely associated with magic and tribal worship. His survey ranges 
over the cults and demonology of the Classical World, the Near East and the Celtic 
and Teutonic races, and it is especially devoted to English poetry which has drawn 
so much from all these sources. Mr. Graves himself favours the bardic approach to 
poetry and has very little to say for classical influences; still his immense knowledge of 
the primitive sources of poetry makes this a book of altogether exceptional interest.

DRAMA FROM IBSEN TO ELIOT. Raymond Williams. Chatto & Windus, 
18s, 22-2 cm. 283 pages. Index 

Mr. Williams’s book surveys the progress of European drama from Catiline, Ibsen's 

first attempt at a verse tragedy, through a century of naturalistic plays to Eliot’s 
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The Cocktail Party. This period, which includes the Irish and Expressionist movements, 
has never yet been dealt with as a whole in English criticism, and Mr. Williams, by 
comparing the dramatic aims and the use of language by the European masters of 
modern times, reaches some very interesting judgments of value. He is at his best as 
a critic of Ibsen and Strindberg. The attention he allows the French drama—a bare 
four pages, all devoted to Anouilh—is unexpectedly sketchy. (809-2) 


American Literature 
THE SHORES OF LIGHT. A Literary Chronicle of the Twenties and Thirties. 
Edmund Wilson. W. H. Allen, 25s. 19 cm. 826 pages. Index. 

Mr. Wilson is both a serious critic of the first rank and an extremely versatile journalist. 
Consisting mainly of articles written for the New Republic—reinforced by several 
more extended serious essays—this book offers an astonishing display of virtuosity, 
on political as well as literary themes, as entertaining as it is historically valuable. 
Perhaps Mr. Wilson’s most distinctive contributions are his parodies and imaginary 
conversations used for critical purposes: the dialogue between Mr. Van Wyck Brooks 
and F. Scott Fitzgerald being a masterly instance. Many of the articles are enlivened 
by comment in the light of after-events and the book as a whole creates a brilliant 
picture of the American literary scenc. (810-9) 


THE YOUNG ELIZABETH. Jennette Dowling in collaboration with Francis 
Letton. Elek Books, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 122 pages. 
In this play two American authors give vivid life to episodes in English history 
between the deaths of Henry VIII in 1547 and Queen Mary in 1558. Throughout, 
the personality of Elizabeth is dominant, from the moment of her entry as an untamed 
hoyden until, by subtly drawn changes, she comes to realise her stature when brought 
the news of her accession. By the clever fusion of scenes, sometimes far separated in 
time and place, and by the challenge made by the young princess to every issue, the 
usual shortcomings of the episodic, chronicle play are avoided. (812-5) 


SUMMER AND SMOKE. A Play. Tennessee Williams. Lehmann, 8s.6d. 20-3 cm. 
95 pages. 
This play (published in America in 1950) is an earlier one than A Streetcar Named 
Desire, and has much of that play’s quality and much similarity of theme. There is 
here an atmosphere of tranquillity and a more complete delineation of the character 
of the frustrated child and woman. Again the author relies greatly on visual effects 
and on a recurrent basic theme of music. His production notes, which precede the play, 
stress the importance of these. The play is the tragedy of a woman whose passion 
gradually overrides her delicacy and spirituality, until, when she would eventually 
accept love, she is rejected. (812-5) 


THE ART OF ERNEST HEMINGWAY. His Work and Personality. John 
Atkins. Nevill, 15s. 22-2 cm. 253 pages. 6 illustrations. Bibliography. 
In spite of his fame and reputation there are few books on Hemingway's work and 
this study of him, coming after his controversial Over the River and his widely 
acclaimed The Old Man and the Sea, is extremely welcome. It is not a book of higher 
criticism but the work of a man who knows his author and writes about his novels and 
short stories with vitality, admiration and a keen sense of proportion. Two new useful 
contributions are the chapters on the influence of fear in Hemingway’s work and an 
analysis of his use of myth and legend. The book is very well produced with some 
interesting photographs and a critical appendix by Bernard Raymund. (813°5) 
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English Literature 
SCOTTISH LITERATURE. H. Harvey Wood. Longmans for The British Council, 
38.6d. 20°3 cm. 72 pages. 21 illustrations. Bibliographical notes. Index. Paper bound. 
Inasmuch as the great majority of Scottish authors have used either the English 
language or a widely intelligible dialect, their writings are commonly considered as 
a part of ‘English’ literature. Mr. Harvey Wood’s compact study serves to counter- 
balance this inadequate consideration by surveying the works ‘written by Scotsmen 
to whom the Scottish habit of mind and Scottish literary conventions were more 
natural than English’, from John Barbour’s ‘national epic’ on King Robert the Bruce 
(1376) down to the works of twentieth-century writers. With commendable skill and 
balance the author brings to view the factors which show the literature as a distinctive 
product of Scottish history and culture. (820°9) 


English Poetry 

COME ALL YE BOLD MINERS. Ballads and Songs of the Coalfields. 
Compiled by A. L. Lloyd. Lawrence & Wishart, 12s.6d. 22-2 cm. 144 pages. 
Musical examples. Index. 

Most collectors of English folk songs have confined their researches to the countryside; 

a body of industrial song, however, has yet to be built up, and Mr. Lloyd has here 

made a useful start. The majority of the songs come from the north-eastern coalfields 

and belong to the first half of the nineteenth century—though some are of as recent 

date as the Gresford pit disaster in 1934. As literature the songs are of little value, but 

as a comment on social history (and often as its raw material) they are of very great 

interest. (821-04) 


THE POEMS OF ALEXANDER SCOTT (c.1530-¢.1584). Edited with an 
Introduction by Alexander Scott. Oliver & Boyd for the Saltire Society, 7s.6d. 
19 cm. 94 pages. Glosses. Index. (Saltire Classics) 

This is the best of the recent additionsto a series containing many well-edited and 

useful texts. The poetry of Alexander Scott, preserved in the Bannatyne Manuscript 

(1568) and now edited by his namesake, who is Lecturer in Scottish Literature in the 

University of Glasgow, has hitherto been available in bulk only in rather old and 

inaccessible volumes. Scott is a versatile love poet possessing affinities with Wyatt. 

He is of more than Scottish interest. The linguistic difficulties are explained con- 

veniently at the foot of the page. (821-3) 


THE YEAR ONE. Kathleen Raine. Hamish Hamilton, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 72 pages. 
Miss Raine’s response to the world about her has deepened with every new book. 
She conceives the poet’s role as inspired, prophetic; but her attitude is passive rather 
than active, she is less of an apocalyptic voice than an instrument for the communica- 
tion of voices. These voices come from earth, air, rock, sky, wind—the sources of 
spells, incantations, magic, myth, and of primitive elemental wisdom. Thus, although 
records of intense personal experience, her poems have a curiously impersonal purity. 
Miss Raine is a poet for solitude, where her voices can be heard clearly and strongly.

COLLECTED POEMS, 1934-1952. Dylan Thomas. Dent, 12s.6d. 22-2 cm. 
192 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 
The appearance of this volume—which contains all the poetry Mr. Thomas has 
published to date—is timely. Mr. Thomas is at present probably the most widely 
discussed poet writing in English and this book gives an opportunity to assess his work 
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as a unity. One notices that in recent years he has increased greatly in authority and 
technical dexterity: his early poems, for all their astonishing imagery, are very 
monotonous in rhythms and selfconsciously esoteric, whereas the work published 
during and since the war has great diversity of form, powerful music, and grand 
thaumaturgic utterance combined with a wonderful lucid innocence. Dylan Thomas 
is a heroic poet who needs a heroic setting; the War provided him with this, releasing 
qualities hitherto almost unsuspected—compassion, faith, racial loyalties. To compare 
Dylan Thomas with other modern poets does him and them an injustice; he stand 
alone. (821-9) 


English Drama 
FIVE FAMOUS PLAYS. Oscar Wilde. Introduction by Alan Harris. Duckworth, 
I$. 20°3 cm. 383 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 

Alan Harris prefaces Wilde’s five most important plays by a long introduction giving 
a brief outline of his life and a detailed description of some of the minor works, such 
as Vera, The Duchess of Padua, and A Florentine Tragedy. He then proceeds to a survey 
of Lady Windermere’s Fan (1892), A Woman of No Importance (1893), An Ideal Hushand 
(1895), The Importance of Being Earnest (1895), and Salome (1898), of which the French 
and English texts are given. Finally, he compares contemporary opinions with the 
verdict of posterity, he himself yielding Wilde a place as important in the social 
order (in the ‘moral revolution’) as in the world of the theatre. (822-8) 


DRAGON’S MOUTH. A Dramatic Quartet in Two Parts. Jacquetta Hawkes 
and J. B. Priestley. Heinemann, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 108 pages. 
This is an important play on account of its new dramatic form. Although its method 
has been described as old as that of the fifteenth century moralities, this presentation 
of characters on the stage acting both with one another and, occasionally, directing 
their speeches to the audience is new. Four people on a cruising holiday meet sudden 
death when plague attacks a member of their crew. Blood tests are taken and reveal 
that one of the four has taken the disease, though a failure in the ship’s radio 
prevents their knowing whom. Immediately, their desultory attacks on one another’s 
characters, become intensive self-examination. The extreme economy of this conversa- 
tion piece with the dramatic situation ‘off’ permits an uninterrupted statement of the 
argument. (822-9) 


THE DEEP BLUE SEA. A Play. Terence Rattigan. Hamish Hamilton, 7s.6d. 
19 cm. 94 pages. 
In this finely drawn drama of a frustrated woman, Terence Rattigan, author of 
French Without Tears, Playbill, Adventure Story, etc., establishes himself in the realm 
of naturalistic plays. He has given us the story of a woman who deserts her husband, 
a judge, to live with an apparent waster, an ex-ace-pilot. The play opens with her 
attempted suicide and, travelling through the events of a single day, depicts the 
wreckage of three lives. The poignancy is the more telling in that the author bestows 
on each of his protagonists some little germ of worthiness and sympathy. (822-9) 


English Fiction 

HENRY FIELDING. His Life, Works and Times. F. Homes Dudden. 2 vols. 
Oxford University Press, 105s. 22°8 cm. 1,201 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. 
Index. 

A remarkably full account, by the Master of Pembroke College, Oxford, of the life 

and work of Henry Fielding, superseding Wilbur L. Cross’s History of Henry Fielding 
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published over thirty years ago. Biographical materials for a life of Fielding are not 
plentiful (only a handful of his letters has survived, and few of these are-of.personal 
interest), and Dr. Dudden’s two large volumes are therefosé maiyly concernedywith 
an account of Fielding’s work as dramatist, novelist, essayist, joenalist and pamphleteer, 
and London magistrate. To make his various writings fully intelligible to the modern 
reader, the author has given an unusually detailed description of their literary,,social, 
and political background. For the student and the generabfeader, this authoritative 
and beautifully lucid work will serve as an illuminating introduction not only to the 
works of Fielding, but also to eighteenth-century life and manners. (823-5) 


NORMAN DOUGLAS. R. M. Dawkins. Enlarged and revised edition. 
Hart-Davis, 6s. 19 cm. 88 pages. Bibliographical note. Paper bound. 
Issued privately at Florence in 1933 as by “Richard MacGillivray’, this work of an 
Emeritus Professor of Byzantine and Modern Greek in the University of Oxford has 
been enlarged for publication. Although Dr. Dawkins was a close friend of Douglas, 
his concern is discussion and criticism, not reminiscence. His essay is first of all a 
unique piece of scholarship and then a most sympathetic approach to Douglas and 
to the background of his writings about the Mediterranean region. (823-9) 


English Miscellany 
WILLIAM MORRIS. Philip Henderson. Longmans for The British Council, 2s. 
21°5 cm. 43 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper bound. (Bibliographical Supple- 
ments to “British Book News’) 
William Morris (1834-96), poet, designer, typographer and socialist reformer, was 
perturbed by the ugliness of commercial products and the sordidness of industrial life. 
This essay show clearly that Morris displayed great abilities and force of character in 
combating these evils. His own craftsmanship in design, decorative and domestic 
arts and typography, demonstrating that usefulness and beauty were not incompatible, 
revolutionised public taste. His poetry, too, was for enjoyment and returned to the 
English romantic narrative tradition. His socialism visualised a society based on fellow- 
ship where art was a necessary part of craftsmanship. Mr. Henderson’s competence 
and enthusiasm has shown Morris's essential greatness. (828-8) 


SPECTATOR HARVEST. Hamish Hamilton, 12s.6d. 22-2 cm. 246 pages. 


The Spectator has long been well known for the literary quality of its ‘middle articles’ 
and this anthology is a welcome proof of their exceptional range and originality. 
Reminiscences, travel sketches, obituaries, literary appreciations and satires are the 
main ingredients, and there is also an excellent selection of occasional poems. Many 
of the topics are naturally of passing interest, but the vigour of the writing usually 
makes them wear surprisingly well. It is an unusual pleasure nowadays to read so 
many accounts of a civilised and whole-hearted enjoyment of life. (828-9) 


THE EPIGRAMS OF OSCAR WILDE. An Anthology by Alvin Redman. 
Introduction by Vyvyan Holland. Alvin Redman, 15s. 22-2 cm. 260 pages. Biblio- 
graphy. References. 

To tear epigrams from their contexts and marshal them under forty-nine subject 

headings is harsh treatment, and some of those here collected have wilted under ‘it; 

but the great majority survive—through robustness or because, though epigrammatic, 
they are not, strictly speaking, epigrams but extracts (some of considerable length) 
from Wilde’s letters and books and his exchanges with counsel at the two trials. 

Bernard Shaw described Wilde as the greatest talker of his time—perhaps of all time.

Of the items in this anthology less than one-fifth come from conversations, but even 
this number is substantial and it is valuable to have these memories preserved in a 
single book. (828-8) 


German Literature 
THE DISINHERITED MIND. Essays in Modern German Literature and 
Thought. Erich Heller. Bowes & Bowes (Cambridge), 18s. 22-2 cm. 223 pages. 
References. 
Eight essays, most of which have already been printed in journals, on German writers 
and thinkers, chiefly Goethe, Nietzsche and Rilke, but also Spengler, Burckhardt, 
Kafka and Karl Kraus. By ‘the disinherited mind’ Professor Heller means apparently 
a mind, suspended between the past and the future, that is dispossessed of all spiritual 
certainties. With a considerable display of philosophical erudition he traces the mental 
and emotional conflicts of the writers whose sense of values he discusses, and in his 
central essay on Rilke and Nietzsche he includes a ‘discourse on thought, belief and 
poetry’. Professor Heller commands a vivid style, whose epigrammatic sparkle, 
however, does not always afford the illumination that might have come from a less 
coruscating glow. (830-04) 


GERMAN LYRIC POETRY. A Critical Analysis of Selected Poems from 
Klopstock to Rilke. S. S. Prawer. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 25s. 22-2 cm. 274 pages. 
Biographical notes. Bibliography. Indexes. 

With a view to helping students, impervious to abstract argument, to enjoy the 

experience of poetry, Mr. Prawer undertakes a critical analysis of some forty poems 

which are both interesting in themselves and representative of their age. If his explana- 
tion of the purport of individual poems, though not always wholly acceptable, is in 
general more effective than his dissection of sound and rhythm, this may be because 
sound and rhythm do not necessarily evoke identical responses in all readers. The 
book will stimulate, both to agreement and to disagreement, those who already have 
some familiarity with German poetry, but the beginner, too, will be able usefully 
to exercise his mind in following Mr. Prawer’s critical interpretations. (831-04) 


GOETHE THE ALCHEMIST. A Study of Alchemical Symbolism in Goethe’s 
Literary and Scientific Works. Ronald D. Gray. Cambridge University Press, 35s. 
222 cm. 322 pages. 3 plates. Text figure. References. Bibliography. Index. 

Mr. Gray offers more than his title indicates, for in his introductory chapters he traces 

the general relationship between alchemical practice and mystical contemplation. 

Light is thrown on Goethe's attitude to scientific study by an examination of the 

extent to which he combined scientific observation with intuitive beliefs or, as Mr. 

Gray suggests, beliefs based on his early preoccupation with alchemy. There is an 

important connection between Goethe's poetry and his scientific thinking, and this 

lucidly written investigation of a significant source of Goethe’s religious and philo- 
sophical views takes into account both his literary and his scientific writings. The 
earlier chapters in particular will interest a wider circle than those concerned specifically 

with German literature. (831-6) 


Italian Literature 

THE SERVANT OF TWO MASTERS (II Servitore di Due Padroni). 
A Comedy. Carlo Goldoni. Translated with an Introduction by Edward J. Dent. 
2nd edition. Cambridge University Press, 8s.6d. 18-3 cm. 102 pages. Boards. 

This lawyer (born in Venice in 1707) who became a playwright wrote about 250 plays 

of which this is among the earliest. Although later on Goldoni turned away from the 
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comedy of masks, reaching out towards the sentimental drama then in vogue in 
France and England, all his earliest works were written for the commedia dell’ arte. In 
the earliest productions of The Servant of Two Masters the comic scenes were all left 
to the actors’ improvisation. However, Goldoni himself wrote down these inventions 
when the play was printed in 1753. But the characters, with Pantalone, Brighella and 
Truffaldino, shows the play’s lineage. Professor Dent includes some valuable notes on 
the production of the play. (852°6) 


Classical Literature 


LITERARY CRITICISM IN ANTIQUITY. A Sketch of Its Development. 
Vol. I. Greek. Vol. II. Graeco-Roman. J. W. H. Atkins. Methuen’s Vol. I, 18s.; 
Vol. Il, 25s. 22°2 cm. 211:375 pages. Indexes. 

These volumes, the first of Professor Atkins’s long-sustained contributions to the 

history of literary criticism, were originally published by the Cambridge University 

Press in 1934. Their reissue by Methuen, who publish the author’s well-known studies 

of English literary criticism, is a welcome event. The first volume, after a general 

introduction on ancient literary criticism, deals with the Greek critics from Aristo- 
phanes to Aristarchus. In the second Rome is the centre, but the most original thinkers 
are stil] Greek, though not without Roman pupils of talent who transmitted Greek 
doctrines to the Western world. A final chapter summarises the ancient achievement 
and points its significance for later ages. (880) 


THE POET OF THE ILIAD. The J. H. Gray Lectures for 1949. H. T. 
Wade-Gery. Cambridge University Press, 21s. 24 cm. 112 pages. 3 plates. References. 
Index. 

The thesis that the Iliad is the work of a definite individual living in the eighth century 

B.C. would find widespread acceptance today. The Wykeham Professor of Ancient 

History in the University of Oxford does not so much seck to demonstrate it but to 

explore it and show that it does not reduce itself to absurdity. From his dogmatic 

base the author makes three exploratory expeditions—The Poet’s Circumstances, 

The Poet’s Descendants and The Creative Poet. No student of Homer can afford to 

neglect this learned and highly original contribution to the Homeric problem, 

though the contention that the Greek alphabet was developed as a method of recording 

verse remains no more than an interesting suggestion. (883)

Geography Travel and Topography 
OUR WORLD FROM THE AIR. An International Survey of Man and 
His Environment. E. A. Gutkind. Introduction by Professor E. G. R. Taylor. 
Published under the auspices of the British Institute of Sociology. Chatto & 
Windus, 63s. 30 cm. 2$6 pages. 400 photographs. 2 maps. Indexes. 
A magnificent and very instructive collection of photographs taken, with a few 
exceptions, from the air. The gencral theme is the gradual transformation of the 
landscape as a result of man’s changing attitude to his environment. Dr. Gutkind 
distinguishes three stages of development, related to social and scientific advances: 
the acceptance of the environment as static; adaptation to human needs, often 
accompanied by destruction of resources; and rational use and conservation, fore- 
shadowing recognition of world interdependence. In the annotations to the illustra- 
tions, the relations of the ‘humanised’ landscape to the physical setting are stressed, 
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but there are many instances where historical or social influences are dominant. Dr. 
Gutkind’s comments stimulate thought, and each photograph is worthy of study. So 
comprehensive and unusual a collection is of great value not only to students of human 
geography but to all who wish to understand the world around them. (911) 


CONCISE OXFORD ATLAS. General Editors: D. P. Bickmore and K. F. 
Cook. Oxford University Press, 18s.6d. 26 cm. 262 pages. Endpaper map. 


This attractively produced atlas is based on work done for the larger “Oxford Atlas’. 
It is designed mainly as a political and location atlas, and physical features, e.g. rivers, 
are subdued in the background. Political units arc fully coloured to show inter- 
national affiliations, and railways and routes are emphasised. The diagonal stripes of 
contrasting colours are sometimes distracting to the eye and the smaller names are 
over-reduced, but otherwise the style is pleasant. Great Britain is covered on the 
scale of 1/1M., and is also allotted several interesting special maps. Useful tables of 
political, historical and climatic data are included in the index. (912) 


THE GLASGOW STORY. Colm Brogan. Muller, 15s. 19°6 cm. 223 pages. 
14 drawings by Keir. 
A brilliant book, the product of true feeling, full of comedy and joie de vivre, and at 
other times, as in the passages on poverty and the haunting fear of unemployment, 
deeply moving. On work, religion, education, culture, amusements and politics we 
are given the benefit of Mr. Colm Brogan’s full experience of writing and living. 
His character sketches admirable. This is a book for all who have lived in Scotland or 
who intend to visit it, for much that is true of Glasgow is now true of the country 
in general. (914:1) 


FOREST OF DEAN. F. W. Baty. Hale, 18s. 22-2 cm. 288 pages. 25 full-page 
photographs. Endpaper map. Index. (Regional Books) 
This region of some 25,000 acres ‘twix Severn and Wye’, most of it now a National 
Forest, was debatable land between Celt and Iberian, Roman and Celt, long before 
the Norman kings made it a royal hunting preserve on the frontier of England and 
Wales. Coal is still being mined among the woodlands, as it has been for centuries. 
The meeting of the Verderers in the Speech House is probably the oldest court in 
England. Varied and beautiful scenery, ancient traditions and the robust character of 
its people combine to give the region a distinctive quality which Mr. Baty conveys 
very successfully, for he writes well, from loving and intimate knowledge. (914-2) 


CAME TO OXFORD. Gertrude Bone. Blackwell (Oxford), 30s. 28-5 cm. 143 
pages. 32 plates (8 in colour) and 36 smaller illustrations from drawings by Sir 
Muirhead Bone. 

Although beautiful books about Oxford are numberless now, this takes at once a high 

and permanent place among them, and it is probably the first in which a novelist and 

a famous artist have collaborated. Sir Muirhead Bone is at his best in these lovely 

drawings of streets and buildings, with a few characteristic figures added, and Lady 

Bone’s contribution is no mere pendant to her husband’s illustrations. Her thirty-two 

essays on incidents and aspects of Oxford life, past and present, slight or important, 

derive from extensive knowledge, but they are written with a deceptive ease and 
fulfil the promise of her quotation from Samuel Pepys: ‘Came to Oxford, a very 

sweet place’. (914:2) 
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LINCOLNSHIRE. John Bygott. Hale, 18s. 22-2 cm. 293 pages. 49 photographs. 
Map. Bibliography. Index. (County Books) 
The fifty-third volume maintains the purpose of this admirable series: to provide 
comprehensive, sympathetic studies based on personal knowledge, not conventional 
guide-books. Mr. Bygott, a Lincolnshire man, knows well the fens, wolds and 
coast-line, the farming, fisheries and ancient buildings of England’s second largest 
county, and although handicapped by a stiff formality of style he has written a very 
interesting ‘study of the land and its people . . . the physical basis and the human 
response’. (914°2) 


ESCAPE TO THE HILLS. W. A. Poucher. Revised edition. Country Life, 

30s. 28°5 cm. 144 pages. 93 photographs by the author. Endpaper maps. Index. 
The hills in question are those of the English Lake District, the Scottish Highlands and 
Welsh Snowdonia, to which the reader can ‘escape’ either passively in sheer enjoyment 
of these splendid photographs or actively should he choose to follow the author 
along routes described in some detail in the accompanying text. Those who already 
know these mountains will appreciate how skilfully the photographer has captured 
their individual qualities and varying moods in sun, storm and snow, while those 
who do not will find Mr. Poucher’s beautifully produced book (first published in 
1943) an inspiring guide to some of the loveliest scenery in Britain. (914°2) 


GREATER PARIS AND THE ILE-DE-FRANCE. Edited by Alan Houghton 
Brodrick. Hodder & Stoughton, 20s. 20°9 cm. 316 pages. 113 illustrations. Endpaper 
maps. Index. (The People’s France) 

This volume resembles a notebook wherein some traveller of curious mind has jotted 

down the anecdotes, gossip, and historical and architectural information which 

appealed to him during a leisurely exploration of this delectable region. Arranged 
alphabetically, for the main places only, it makes no attempt at orderly geographical 
progress. It is thus a companion less for the tourist breaking new and still unspoilt 
ground (because its best treasures are off the main roads) than for the fortunate initiate 
whose meinories it most agreeably revives and enlarges. But a book on a province so 
rich in churches, chateaux and historical personages should include the names of 
these in its index. (914436) 


PARIS. André George. Translated from the French. Kaye, 21s. 22-8 cm. 239 pages. 
Numerous illustrations. (Les Beaux Pays) 
The chief attraction of this book lies in the photographs which occupy two-thirds of 
its pages. Those depicting scenes and buildings are often extremely beautiful, revealing 
fresh points of view, and those of works of art—forty for the Louvre alone—are 
intelligently selected. The accompanying text has considerable merit, too. It does not 
attempt to be a detailed guide, but suggests rather an agreeably informative talk, in 
the course of a series of promenades taking in the lesser known as well as famous 
places. It is a talk that imparts a surprising amount of detail in a short time. (914436) 


COUNTRY LIFE PICTURE BOOK OF RUSSIA. Marie Noéle Kelly. 
Country Life, 16s. 27-9 cm. 80 pages. 123 photographs. Endpaper map. 

These photographs of the Russian scene—its landscape, rivers, streets, churches and 

other notable buildings—brought together by Lady Kelly, make an interesting 

companion volume to her recently published Mirror to Russia; but each picture is 

fully described, so that the book can stand in its own right as a well-produced record 

of places visited and things seen by her. (914°7) 
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SECRET TIBET. Fosco Maraini. Translated from the Italian by Eric Mosbacher. 
Introductory letter by Bernard Berenson. Hutchinson, 30s. 24°5 cm. 252 pages. 
Portrait frontispiece. 60 double colour plates from photographs by the author. 
Tables. Bibliography. Index. 

Based on a journey to the Tibetan frontier in 1948, this account is supplemented by 

experiences on an earlier visit to Lhasa. Tibet, as portrayed by the author, is ‘a great 

living museum’, to visit which requires travel in time as well as space. His purpose is 
to reveal the real people, whom he places very skilfully in relation to their culture and 
religion. While candidly setting down what Westerners must consider their short- 
comings, and without falling under the spell of eastern mysticism, he explains 
sympathetically and with spirit the fundamental motives behind the strange mani- 
festations of their beliefs and conduct. Well written and full of humour, this record 
is enhanced by striking and revealing photographs. (91515) 


MALAYA. Gerald Hawkins. Government Printer (Singapore), $5.00. 27 cm. 114 
pages. Photographs. Map. 


A most attractive volume, which is the joint work of Gerald Hawkins, who in 2 
concise narrative describes each state of the Malayan Peninsula, and C. A. Gibson-Hill, 
whose superb photographs on every page depict every aspect of the daily life of the 


people and a great variety of scenes in town and country. (915°9s) 


PEOPLE OF THE MIRAGE. Michael Ross. Rockliff, 21s. 22 cm. 220 pages. 
15 plates and 34 line drawings by the author. Endpaper map. Index. 
In 1951, Mr. Ross and two companions set off to cross the Sahara to Dakar by car. 
The car finally broke down south of Tamanrasset, and the journey was completed 
by air. As a painter, the author found much to attract him en route, as the striking 
drawings which accompany his book testify. Hardly in a position to make an original 
contribution to our knowledge, Mr. Ross nevertheless took all the opportunities 
which offered, and modestly records his impressions. He has an interesting chapter 
on the present condition of the Touareg and writes with insight and humour of the 
many unconventional individuals he encountered. (916-61) 


IN THE ANTARCTIC. Stories of Scott’s Last Expedition. Frank Debenham. 
Murray, 7s.6d. 20°3 cm. 154 pages. Illustrations by Edward Wilson and the author. 
Map. Endpaper map. 

In this discursive little book Professor Debenham, geologist on Captain Scott’s last 

expedition to Antarctica, 1910-13, describes in detail some of the fundamentals of 

polar exploration—for example, exactly how a sledging party functions, its daily 
routine, what its members wear and how a Nansen cooker works. Some of his tales 
of adventures with icebergs, penguins and killer whales have already been told by 
others, but the extracts from the South Polar Times, the expedition’s own journal, are 
here for the first time made available to the general reader, complete with original 
illustrations—and very lively they are. (919°9) 


Biography 

SIR JOSEPH BANKS. The Autocrat of the Philosophers. Hector Charles 
Cameron. Batchworth Press, 25s. 22-2 cm. 361 pages. 9 illustrations. Bibliography. 
Index. 


No definitive biography of Sir Joseph Banks (1744-1820) has yet been written, despite 
the important position he occupied in the scientific world of his day. Mr. Cameron 
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confines himself in this careful and readable study to examining the more important 
of his activities—including his work as a voyager with Captain Cook, as a botanist, 
as President of the Royal Society, and as one of the founders of Australia. He has 
brought together a wide selection of extracts from the documentary material, from 
which a balanced portrait emerges. The common idea of Banks as haughty, vain- 
ae and obstinate in his opinions is strongly, and with much justice, contested. 

Carefully de cumented and spiritedly written, this book contains a wealth of informa- 
ubject but on many explorers, scientists and social leaders of the

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GEORGE BASS, 1771-1803. His Discoveries, Romantic Life and Tragic 
Disappearance. Keith Macrae Bowden. Oxford University Press (Melbourne, Australia, 
and London), 21s. 22-2 cm. 171 pages. 9 illustrations. 8 maps. Bibliography. Index. 

Claimed to be the first biography of George Bass, this book deals mainly with the 

young surgeon’s work in the Antipodes where, in company with Matthew Flinders 

and also on his own account, he was responsible for valuable voyages of discovery. 

The author relates as much as is known of Bass’s adventurous life and the circumstances 

of his mysterious disappearance in the Pacific. The manuscript of this biography won 

a first prize in the centenary literary and historical competition conducted in 1951 

by the Victorian government. (92) 


ARNOLD BENNETT. A Biography. Reginald Pound. Heinemann, 21s. 22-2 cm. 
395 pages. 43 illustrations. Sources. Index. 
The first full-length biography of a fine novelist who was also a great public 
character. The author has had access to Bennett’s voluminous correspondence (the 
lets rs between him and H. G. Wells are noteworthy); to the unpublished section of 
is J urnals; and to the recollections of his friends. Mr. Pound has handled his material 
th tact and dexterity, and his attitude towards his subject is both sympathetic and 
) obje tive. The result is a most satisfyingly complete portrait of Bennett; and its interest 
lies in the fact that, in addition to his eminence in the world of letters, Bennett was in 
many respects a representative self-made man from the English provincial lower 
middle-class. The author makes no attempt at literary criticism. (92) 


THE CHALLENGE. Phyllis Bottome. Faber, 21s. 20°5 cm. 407 pages. 

To this account of her life from adolescence to her early thirties, concluding with her 
marriage during the First World War, Miss Bottome brings the honesty and psycho- 
logical insight that are characteristic of her widely appreciated novels. This is a brave 
story—the record of a fight against many odds to win health and love and to preserve 
faith in a dis scouraging world. Travel in Italy, Switzerland, France and Austria 
occupies a large part of the book, which also contains many vivid descriptions of 
people. (92) 


ROBERT BROWNING. A Portrait. Betty Miller. Murray, 21s. 22°2 cm. 

318 pages. 29 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

Aany writers have commented on a certain dualism in Browning’s work: a self- 
satisfied optimism and a clear insight into motives and character. The author, 
examining this paradox psychologically, maintains that an early pietistic and long- 
continued matriarchal influence, affectionately accepted by Browning, resulted in 
his surrender of his intellect to his emotions as the more important; his creative 
independence was trapped in his domestic virtues. His idyllic marriage aggravated 
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this impasse; indeed, Elizabeth Barrett eventually ‘heard the unuttered wishes and 
suppressed impulses’ in Browning as he was unwillingly disillusioned. The author's 
skilful and tactfully pursued argument may not secure agreement but will yet 
provoke thought. (92) 


HUBERT DE BURGH. A Study in Constancy. Clarence Ellis. Phoenix House, 
2$8.

Biographies of any save the most outstanding of medieval characters are not casy to 

write. The materials are too elusive. This is a readable life of the last of the great 

Anglo-Norman justiciars of England. By careful collation of chronicle and record 

sources the author traces how a comparatively obscure figure accumulated land, 

treasure, power, during thereignsof John and Henry III. The illustrations are pleasing.

As President of the American Leprosy Foundation, Perry Burgess, author of Who 
Walk Alone, has so far spent his active life visiting countries in the new world and 
the old wherever leprosy is endemic. So completely dedicated has his life been to the 
relief of these sufferers that his autobiography, recounting his activities, also places 
squarely before us the public health and human aspects of this world problem. At the 
same time it communicates the excitement of strange adventures in wild and lovely 
countries, and tragedy is leavened by humour and practical sympathy. (92) 


A SENSE OF URGENCY. Memoirs of a Canadian Merchant. C. L. Burton. 
Clarke, Irwin (Toronto, Canada), $4.50. 23 cm. 369 pages. Portrait frontispiece.

The former president of the Robert Simpson Co. department store here discloses for 

the first time, and at first hand, a behind-the-scenes view of Canadian wholesaling 

and retailing during the past sixty years. He rose phenomenally from office boy to 
be successively and successfully invoice clerk, head bookkeeper, secretary-treasurer, 

Western salesman, European buyer and director of a Toronto wholesale fancy goods 

business. In 1912 he transferred his interests, his energies, and his experience to retailing. 

He introduced many improvements in retailing methods, in employees’ working 

conditions, payment and benefits, which made Simpson’s the pioneer in Canada. 

His participation, during the past thirty years, in the Big Brother Movement, the 

Y.M.C.A., the Board of Trade and the Ontario Motor League gives a still broader

Sir Alexander Fleming is probably known to most people as the man who ‘accident- 
ally’ discovered penicillin through the contamination of a bacteriological culture by 
a mould. This biography shows clearly that he is in fact a brilliant bacteriologist who 
has long battled against orthodox treatments of infections, and whose mind was fully 
prepared for the recognition of the importance of this chance observation. The 
medical topics are treated very lucidly, and the layman will learn much of the 
original and fruitful conceptions which Fleming, following his great teacher Almroth 
Wright, has introduced into the theory and treatment of disease. (92) 
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ET NUNC MANET IN TE. André Gide. Translated from the French, with 
an Introduction, by Justin O’Brien. Secker & Warburg, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 94 pages. 
Translator’s notes. (Standard Edition) 

‘It is better to be hated for what one is than loved for what one is not’, wrote Gide 

at an early age, and this belief was carried into all his writings. Yet, in spite of his 

hatred of lies and concealment, in spite of baring his innermost secrets and most 
private life to the world, Gide never disclosed the full story of his conjugal life. 

Et Nunc Manet In Ti supplies the missing chapter, and this final confession, which 

If- 


is at the same time a self-justification of his sorrowful relationship with his wife, is 


tragic, pitiable and prof yundly moving. (92) 


SIR CHARLES HALLE. A Portrait for Today. Charles Rigby. Dolphin Press 
(Manchester), 15s. 22°2 cm. 192 pages. 7 illustrations. Index. 
This biography, based on letters and diaries and new sources, portrays the eminent 
musician who, during his long life (1819-95), knew such composers as Wagner, 
Liszt, Chopin and Berlioz. Eight years after settling in England in 1848 Hallé founded 
the orchestra which still bears his name and constitutes the memorial to his enduring 
work in bringing good music to Manchester and the industrial north. His triumph 
over apathy makes a fascinating story, well told by Mr. Rigby. The author also 
describes vividly the concert tours which Hallé, a true ambassador of music, undertook 
in Australia and South Africa in 1890 ana 1895, in company with his second wife, 
Wilma Neruda, the famous violinist. (92) 


HAMEY THE STRANGER. John J. Keevil. Bles, 21s. 22-2 cm. 208 pages. 
6 plates. Notes. Bibliography. Index. 
For his historical study which, with a sequel The Stranger’s Son, will span the years 
1568-1676 and reflect the religious, political and social changes of a century, Dr. Keevil 
has for the first time drawn upon manuscripts in the libraries of the Royal College 
of Physicians of London, and the University of Leiden. The scene of Hamey’s life 
shifts from his birthplace, Bruges, to Leiden, thence to Moscow where he held office 
as physician to Czar Fedor, and finally to London where, after a struggle with the 
Royal College of Physicians, he developed a successful praciice. The detailed historical 
background adds to the value of this scholarly biography which provides some 
fascinating new material for the medical historian. (92) 


MEMOIRS OF A VETERINARY SURGEON. Reginald Hancock. MacGibbon 
& Kee, 1$s. 22°2 cm. 224 pages. 9 illustrations by Elaine Hancock. 
Major Hancock, known to B.B.C. listeners as the Radio Vet., has given us in this 
autobiography a social document of engrossing interest. His style is that of the man 
of action and non-veterinary readers must be prepared for animal birth and death 
to be treated as everyday affairs (as indeed they are), but the story of the changes 
between 1900 and the present is vivid enough to tell itself. The vanishing of the once 
ubiquitous horse and the building up of veterinary science are two of the main threads 
which the author handles in developing his story. Anecdote and a keen sense of 
humour are abundantly present. (92) 


HITLER. A Study in Tyranny. Alan Bullock. Odhams Press, 25s. 22°8 cm. 
776 pages. 9 plates. 4 maps and charts. Bibliography. Index 

Although the final estimate of Hitler may differ from that generally held today, this 

book is unlikely to be superseded by any contemporary work. A synthesis of the 

most revealing and reliable books and documents relating to the subject, it is also an 
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original work of fine balance and judgment. In the detailed and exciting quality of 
the narrative and analysis the writer has rightly, apart from the universal my stery 
of personality, not concerned himself with the Hitler ‘mystique’. In the conditions of 
general disunity in the Weimar Republic and with the incalculable quantum of luck 
Hitler, together with his gutter élite, created a Party army which relentlessly overbore 
all opposition, so that when he eventually became German Chancellor by legal 
process his power was absolute. The megalomaniac misuse of that power is ea 
with exactitude to its ignominious end. (92) 


THE RULING FEW, or The Human Background to Diplomacy. Sir David 
Kelly. Hollis & Carter, 25s. 22-2 cm. 455 pages. 9 illustrations. Index. 
These memoirs Aaeiie = ‘alin childhood; his unconventional education at 
St. Paul’s School, at Oxford, and through foreign travel; his service in the First World 
War; and his career of thirty-two years, as a diplomat in nine countries and at the 
Foreign Office. It is a vivid, and not infrequently humorous, record, intensely personal 
in character, for Sir David always regarded diplomacy as a matter of personal relations 
with those—the Ruling Few—who for the time being controlled or influenced their 
countries’ affairs. All is of interest, but the chapter of supreme importance today is 
the longest and last, dealing with his experiences as Ambassador in Moscow (1949-51) 
and giving a succinct and authoritative account of the Sovict system and of Stalin’s 
counter-revolution and its effects. A brilliant prologue contains general ‘reflections 
which are the fruits of wide reading, personal experience and human contacts in 
many lands. (92) 


ARROW IN THE BLUE. Arthur Koestler. Collins: Hamish Hamilton, 18s. 
21°5 cm. 307 pages. 4 photographs. 
Most of Mr. Koestler’s books have contained a strong element of autobiography. 
This, his actual life story, is unevenly composed, for the author is too sincere to 
conceal occasional moments of boredom with himself, but at his best he makes much 
contemporary autobiography appear by comparison like a schoolboy’s diary. Born 
into the cultivated but doomed middle-class order of Central Europe, he builds up a 
brilliant picture of his material and spiritual environment during the Great War and 
the years following, the present volume ending with his entry into the Communist 
Party in 1935. Mr. Koestler possesses to a high degree the gift of standing outside his 
own concerns and illuminating the age he is living through and its governing forces. 
And here, following on his own Darkness at Noon, he has written probably the clearest 
analysis yet seen in English of the process of conversion to Communism. (92) 


ANTOINE LAVOISIER: Scientist, Economist, Social Reformer. Douglas 
McKie. Constable, 30s. 22-2 cm. 343 pages. 19 illustrations. 15 diagrams and figures. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This study of the great French scientist who played the chief part in bringing about 

the chemical revolution of the eighteenth century is the fruit of many years’ work. 

Lavoisier’s contributions to the public service and to agriculture have induced Mr. 

McKie to go deeply into the social and economic as well as the scientific background 

and the result is an authoritative life which will long remain a standard work. The 

author shows how the work of Boyle, the association with Priestley and the support 
of Black contributed to these achievements and how far Lavoisier’s first modern 
table of the elements, his theories of combustion, of constancy of chemical composition 
and of the persistence of matter through chemical reactions justify his being called 
‘Father of Modern Chemistry’. (92) 
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SELECTED LETTERS OF T. E. LAWRENCE. Edited by David Garnett. 
Cape, 158. 20°3 cm. 384 pages. 3 sketch maps. Index. 
Lawrence's correspondence reflects the phenomenal range of his mind and interests. It 
includes letters to archaeologists, soldiers, statesmen, technical designers, printers and 
men of letters, with any of whom he could contend as an expert. Mr. Garnett claims 
that this volume, about half the size of the complete edition of 1938, contains every- 
thing of real importance. This is true of Lawrence’s more personal and intimate 
correspondence; there are, however, important omissions such as the letters to Lloyd 
George and Lord Curzon on the Arab peace settlement. Still, it remains an excellent 
selection, characteristic of Lawrence’s peculiarly vigorous and boyish style. (92) 


WILLIAM LLOYD 1627-1717. Bishop, Politician, Author and Prophet. 
A. Tindal Hart. S.P.C.K. for the Church Historical Society, 30s. 22°2 cm. 282 
pages. 7 plates. Bibliography. Index. 

William Lloyd was one of the seven bishops put on trial by James II, and this is the 

first full-length biography of him. The task has been accomplished with considerable 

skill. Dr. Hart reveals not only a first-hand acquaintance with the sources for the life 
of Lloyd but detailed knowledge of the history of the seventeenth century. In assessing 
the contribution of the bishop to Church and State, he shows that the contradictions 

of his character mirror the age in which he lived. (92) 


JOHN A. MACDONALD: The Young Politician. Donald Creighton. 
Macmillan (Toronto, Canada), $5-75. 22 cm. $33 pages. Illustrations. Endpaper 
maps. Notes. Index. 

The first volume of a long needed definitive biography of the Canadian statesman 

(1815-91); it is detailed and scholarly in method, but written in an easy, often 

humorous, style suited to its subject, who concealed a keenly appraising mind behind 

an easy, casual manner. More a history of Macdonald’s party than his country, it 
shows him forming a new party from remnants of the defunct Tory and the leaderless 

Reform parties; meeting the urgent problems of the 1860s with adroitly managed 

coalitions and conferences that produced Canadian confederation; launching in 1867 

the first of the self-governing nations that developed within the framework of the 

British Empire. The book leaves Macdonald at this point of achievement, midway 

in his career. The second volume, in preparation, will complete the story. (92) 


LACHLAN MACQUARIE. His Life, Adventures, and Times. M. H. Ellis. 
2nd edition, revised. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), 50s. 
24°7 cm. 614 pages. 7 illustrations (6 in colour). Maps. Bibliography. Notes. Index. 

The first edition of this book was enthusiastically received in 1947 after the manuscript 

had won the coveted S. H. Prior Prize. Mr. Ellis presents a scholarly study of one of 

the makers of Australia who, as Governor of New South Wales during the turbulent 
years 1810 to 1821, sought to satisfy the needs of the convicts, ex-convicts and free 

settlers making up the population of the rapidly expanding colony. The portrait of a 

resolute man unbroken by intrigue and querulousness, whether of colonists or the 

British government, is an attractive one. Mr. Ellis’s lively biography is amply 

documented. (92) 


HANNAH MORE. M. G. Jones. Cambridge University Press, 27s.6d. 22°2 cm. 
296 pages. 4 plates. Map. Notes. Index. 

A new biography and estimate of the life and work of Hannah More, friend of 

Johnson and Garrick, educationist, poet and religious reformer, has long been overdue. 
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Dr. Jones, who effectively meets this need, relies mainly upon published and 
unpublished letters and presents us with a reliable picture of Miss More’s many-sided 
activities in Bristol, London and Somerset, her circle of friends and acquaintances, the 
literary and religious interests which claimed her devotion and the impression she 
made by her personality and achievements at different levels of English society. (92) 


THE FINISH. Sir Alfred Munnings. Museum Press, 30s. 23-5 cm. 378 pages. 
178 illustrations by the author. Index. 

An Artist's Life and The Second Burst dealt with Sir Alfred’s earlier life. In The Finish 
he records the events of the last dozen years, which include his tenure of the office of 
President of the Royal Academy, the Chantrey Bequest Picture Exhibition of 1949, 
and his famous Academy Banquet speech of the same year attacking modern art. 
The record of these recent controversies in the art world is of permanent value; and 
entertaining reading is provided in the letters approving and disapproving of his 
Academy speech which Sir Alfred has reprinted, apparently in full. Otherwise, 
‘the mixture is as before’: racy anecdote, great gusto for life, a very real love of horses, 
and many blatant prejudices displayed with a mainly good-natured exhibitionism.

Chis book is not an account of the Oxford Movement but an attempt to place its 
leader, John Henry Newman (1801-90), in his rather unexpected family setting, 
Although inevitably it goes over some old ground, particularly where the author 
deals with the development of Newman’s thought, it does give the reader much 
information about Newman’s unusual brothers and sisters and of his relationship 
with his family up to and beyond his conversion to Roman Catholicism. (92) 


PASCAL. His Life and Works. Jean Mesnard. Translated from the French by 
G. S. Fraser. Harvill Press, 18s. 22°2 cm. 227 pages. 4 plates. Bibliography. 
A distinguished French scholar here provides a comprehensive and singularly lucid 
account of Pascal’s life and work, embracing the varied problems which have been 
focused by recent research. In five chapters he deals with Pascal’s childhood and 
youth, the worldly period, the Provincial Letters, the last years and the Pensées. 
Finally, we are given a balanced estimate of Pascal, the man, the thinker and the 
artist. Not the least valuable part of this book, which has been well translated by 
G. S. Fraser, is a select bibliography covering the period, the sources, editions and 
the principal studies of Pascal. (92) 


RHODES. Sarah Gertrude Millin. Revised edition. Chatto & Windus, 18s. 
424 pages. 22°2 cm. Frontispiece. Endpaper map. Bibliography. Index. 
The famous South African novelist’s highly charged life of Rhodes was first published 
in 1933. Since then the papers of Sir Graham Bower have been made public, but are 
alluded to only in passing in the foreword. The body of the book is a reprint of the 
earlier edition, with a new sixteen-page ‘Explanation’ and, as appendix, a memo- 
randum of conversation between Rhodes and W. T. Stead in 1900. The latter throws 
some further light on Rhodes, but might be more interesting if reproduced in full 
rather than in part. (92) 
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THE DOCTOR. The Story of John Stansfeld of Oxford and Bermondsey. 
Barclay Baron. Edward Arnold, 16s. 22-2 cm. 240 pages. 11 illustrations. 13 draw- 
ings in text. Index 


The title of this book was given to John Stansfeld (1854-1939) by his contemporaries. 
Although he is hardly known to the larger world, for he spent his life in a small 
medical mission in Bermondsey, in obscure parishes and as a medical missionary in 
Africa, his influence on men who later came to positions of eminence—William 


Temple, Donald Hankey and others-—-was phenomenal. We have here a vivid portrait 
of Stansfeld at B ogre cy and Oxford set against the background of the deplorable 
social soa At in South London and an Oxford slum parish at the turn of the 
century. (92) 


THE ZAMBESI JOURNAL OF JAMES STEWART, 1862-1863. 
With a Selection from his Correspondence. Edited by J. P. R. Wallis. Chatto & 
Windus, 35s. 254 cm. 302 pages. Portrait. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
(Central African Archives: ¢ Ip pe nheimer Series, No. 6) 

Stewart was a missionary of the Scottish Free Church who joined Livingstone in 

Zambesia in 1862, with a view to establishing a mission station. It was a period of the 

utmost difficulty in Livingstone’s career, and, moreover, saddened by the death of 

his wife. Stewart, disheartened and ill, abandoned his attempt and left the country a 

year later; but he returned to South Africa in 1866 and accomplished great work at 

Lovedale before yet again essaying the Zambesi, eleven ycars later, to organise and lay 

the foundations of modern Nyasaland. This journal, for the first time printed, records 

his first year, and is a document not only of great value for the early days on the 

Zambesi, but also for the light it throws on Livingstone. (92) 


OLD BOOKS, OLD FRIENDS, OLD SYDNEY. James R. Tyrrell. 
Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), 42s. 25°4 cm. 193 pages. 
49 plates. Endpaper map. Index. 

These reminiscences of a well-known Sydney bookseller throw much light on the 

development of Australian literature, as well as the growth of Sydney, over the past 

seventy-five years. The author has had dealings with many literary men and has 
oyed the friend ship of many others over a long period, so that his memories are 

of Fomiedee interest to booklovers. (92) 


THE DENTON WELCH JOU RNALS. Edited and with an Introduction by 
Jocelyn Brooke. Hamish Hamilton, 15s. 22°2 cm. 286 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 


Denton Welch, after thirteen years of invalidism, died in 1948 at the age of thirty-two. 
Within his very narrow range, he possessed exceptional talent. His writing was 
hyper-sensitive, feminine, but never developed beyond the brilliantly adolescent; 
it ~ eon tremendous vitality. His novels and stories were thinly disguised auto- 
biography, and those who know and admire his work will be glad to find, here, an 
extension of it. The journals (1942-48) are carefully composed, obviously with one 
eye on publication, and contain recollections of the author’s earlier years and many 
lively anecdotes of his friends or chance acquaintances in a quasi- -fictional form, as 
well as descriptions of his interests and of his, somewhat circumscribed, day-to-day 
activities. (92) 








THE WYNNE DIARIES, 1789-1820. Passages selected and edited by Anne 
Fremantle. Oxford University Press, 7s.6d. 15°8 cm. 567 pages. Genealogical tables. 
(World’s Classics) 

The three volumes of the Wynne Diaries, first published in 1935, 1937 and 1940, have 

been abridged for this one-volume edition, but augmented by the laconic diary kept 

from 1793 to 1797 by Captain (afterwards Admiral Sir Thomas) Fremantle, who 
married Betsey Wynne in 1797. She was an indefatigable diarist; her sisters con- 
tribute less frequently. Together they give a very lively account, full of graphic 
detail, of English life during the Napoleonic era, of ‘society’ in London, English 
country mansions, Venice, Naples, etc., and—at second hand—of life in the Navy; 
Fremantle’s service under Nelson included Copenhagen and Trafalgar. (92) 


SAINT FRANCIS XAVIER (1506-1555). James Brodrick, S.J. Burns 

Oates, 30s. 22°2 cm. $48 pages. 17 illustrations. 4 maps and endpaper map. Index. 
The Edinburgh Review of 1842 felt constrained to admit that Xavier was the canonised 
saint ‘not of Rome only, but of universal Christendom’, and this impression is 
reinforced by Fr. Brodrick’s refreshingly frank biography, which is based mainly on 
the patient researches of his erudite German colleague, Fr. G. Schurhammer, S.J. 
The saint’s achievements, when stripped of their hagiographical accretions, are shown 
to be even more impressive and enduring. (92) 


SIX GREAT JAMAICANS. Biographical Sketches. W. Adolphe Roberts. 

Pioneer Press (Kingston, Jamaica), 33.6d. 18-4 cm. 123 pages. 6 portraits. Paper bound. 
The six are Edward Jordan, G. W. Gordon, Enos Nuttall, Robert Love, T. H. 
MacDermott and the novelist H. G. de Lisser. All, in their own spheres, have con- 
tributed to the freedom and development of the country. The author, himself a 
Jamaican, is a noted historian of the West Indies. (920) 


Heraldry 
THE STORY OF HERALDRY. L. G. Pine. Country Life, 18s. 22-2 cm. 
160 pages. 22 engravings by K. F. Rowland. Bibliographical chapter. Glossary. 
Index. 
The editor of Burke’s Peerage and Burke’s Landed Gentry, in a survey of heraldry 
intended for the general reader, shows how the devices used in the middle ages by 
armoured warriors for purposes of identification survived medieval warfare as a 
symbolic art associated with gentility, gradually coming under the control of the 
Crown. He deals with the decline of heraldry in the eighteenth century, its reforma- 
tion in the nineteenth century, and its present state, with particular reference to its 
use by corporate bodies. The technique and terms of heraldry are not within the scope 
of Mr. Pine’s volume, but he gives useful information on other books. (929°6) 


Ancient Near East 

THE HITTITES. O. R. Gurney. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 18 cm. 255 pages. 32 
pages of plates. 19 text figures. Bibliography. Map. Index. Paper bound. (Pelican 
Books) 

Dr. Gurney, Shillito Reader in Assyriology in the University of Oxford, bases his 

account of the history and civilisation of the Hittites mainly on evidence discovered 

in the area they once inhabited, and he illustrates his work not only by photographs 

and drawings but also by a generous number of translated excerpts from Hittite 

documents. The result is an authoritative and readable book which gathers together 

most of our present knowledge about a remarkable people and at the same time 
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clearly indicates the problems still to be solved. It will meet the needs of students of 
the history of the ancient Near East as well as classical and Old Testament students, 
but the general reader also will find it full of interest. (935) 


World War I 
THE PRIVATE PAPERS OF DOUGLAS HAIG, 1914-1919. Being 
selections from the private diary and correspondence of Field-Marshal the Earl 
Haig of Bemersyde. Edited by Robert Blake. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 25s. 22°8 cm. 
383 pages. 2 illustrations. 3 maps. Index. 
This is not a biography of the British Commander-in-Chief during the First World 
War. The object of the selected papers is to present political and military events of 
the war as they appeared to Haig at the time. Not only do they fulfil their task but 
they have a unique value as the only record of events made by a high commander on 
the spot. Important as the book is as a contribution to military history, its largest 
interest perhaps lies in the opinions so freely expressed about contemporary persona- 
lities, especially Lloyd George. Haig had much which is new to say about his friendly 
and confidential relations with King George V, but his views of the French Army and 
some of its leaders will bring surprise and comment. (940°3)

MID-CENTURY JOURNEY. The Western World Through Its Years of 
Conflict. William L. Shirer. Hale, 16s. 22-2 cm. 253 pages. Index. 


William Shirer is an American journalist who has already written two books on his 
experiences in Germany. In 1950 he revisited the four European countries—Austria, 
France, Germany and Britain—to which he first went in 1925 and in which he has 
spent most of his life. He gives a brief political account of each country during 
the period leading up to the Second World War, and tries to analyse and explain the 
‘profound changes’ he now finds. The book can be recommended for his independent 
and well-expressed views. (940°5) 


World War II 


THE CAMOUFLAGE STORY (From Aintree to Alamein). Geoffrey Barkas 
in collaboration with Natalie Barkas. Cassell, 12s.6d. 20°9 cm. 224 pages. 
6 illustrations. 
Written in an easy, conversational style this book by the head of Camouflage in the 
Middle East tells the story of the development of visual deception during the Second 
World War. Beginning with a brief description of the progress of training methods 
in this unusual type of warfare, the story is carried to North Africa, where belief in 
camouflage was fostered and finally flourished in all branches of the Services. 
Deception on the ground played a large part in Montgomery’s preparations at 
Alamein and contributed to his success. It is a fascinating subject and is presented by 
the author in humorous and instructive detail. (940°54) 


CRISIS IN THE DESERT, MAY-JULY, 1942. J. A. I. Agar-Hamilton 
and L. C. F. Turner. Oxford University Press (Cape Town, South Africa), 42s. 
24°7 cm. 380 pages. 48 photographs. 15 folding maps. 22 sketch maps. Bibliography. 
Index. 

This first volume in the South African official war history is based on national records, 

both of the Allies and the Axis. It begins with the German assault on the Gazala 

Line, which led to the fall of Tobruk and Rommel’s invasion of Egypt with his 
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remarkable victory at Mersa Matruh. The long advance from Gazala was finall 
halted by Auchinleck’s counter-attack at Tell el Fisa and the establishment of the 
Allies’ position at El Alamein, which opened the running defeat of the Axis forces in 
North Africa. The narrative is given in the fullest detail, with emphasis on the South 
African forces, and is supported by a comprehensive set of excellent maps and the 
personal records of individual commanders. (940° 542) 


FLAMES IN THE SKY. Pierre Clostermann. Translated from the French by 

Oliver Berthoud. Chatto & Windus, 12s.6d. 20°3 cm. 200 pages. 16 illustrations, 
The author, himself a distinguished fighter pilot, gives in this book a number of 
graphic accounts of outstanding airmen and of remarkable actions in the air in the 
last war. Among the latter perhaps the most striking are the descriptions of the attack 
on Pearl Harbour and of the tactics employed by the Japanese suicide squadrons, 
particularly as little has so far been written of these events and the author has had 
access to several official documents. Details of the aircraft used add interest to these 
stories. (940544) 


MEDICINE AND PATHOLOGY. Edited by V. Zachary Cope. THE 
EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES. Vol. 1. England and Wales. 
C. L. Dunn. H.M. Stationery Office, sos. per vol. 24°7 cm. $95: 476 pages. Plates. 
Figures. Tables. References. Index. (History of the Second World War: United 
Kingdom Medical Series) 

The Medical History of the Second World War will consist of eighteen volumes, of 

which these are the first two. Medicine and Pathology, incorporating the experience 

of fighting and civilian services, describes the advances made in these subjects during 
the war and immediate post-war period and their effects on the health of the services. 

Of outstanding interest among the chapters, all of which are written by experts, are 

those on infective hepatitis, results of exposure after shipwreck and psychological 

medicine. There will be a second clinical volume to deal with surgery. The Emergency 

Medical Services, Vol. 1, gives a more or less chronological account of the services in 

England and Wales. After an historical review Part 1 describes the development, 

administration and work of the services during hostilities; Part 2, The Ancillary 

Services, includes chapters on the Civil Defence Services, Civilian Blood Trans-

His book 

tells of the origin, organisation and training, within security limits, of the secret 

French Section, which he headed, at the British War Office from 1941 to the end of 

the war. The selected accounts of assignments carried out by the brave men and 

women who volunteered for these dangerous and hazardous tasks are a tribute to 
their courage and to the French patriots who never gave up. (940°548) 


WINGS OF THE WIND. Peter Stainforth. Falcon Press, 15s. 22°2 cm. 275 
pages.

The writer was with a parachute unit which saw active service in North Africa, 
Sicily, Italy and at Arnhem. As a junior officer Stainforth was generally in the thickest 
of the fighting in which the paratroops were involved. Consequently the reader 
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gets an unusually graphic picture of this exciting type of warfare in different countries 
and varying conditions. Such an intimate account is generally not available in most 
war stories. There is also an interesting summing up of the heroic Arnhem disaster.

HOW DID THE SATELLITES HAPPEN: A Student of Affairs. Preface 
by the Rt.

Despite its anonymity, its almost complete lack of references and its total lack of 
accents in the spelling of foreign names, this is a useful summary of the events leading 
to the establishment of Communist control in seven East European countries, with 
some personal comment. The moral is drawn in a preface by the former (Labour) 
Minister of State for Foreign Affairs. The book also contains chronological tables, 
economic statistics and a short “Who’s Who’. (940°55)

2,000 YEARS OF ENGLAND. John Gloag. Cassell, 18s. 22-2 cm. 327 pages.

The evolution of the English way of life through twenty centuries is the theme of the 
latest work of this singularly prolific, but always reliable and informative writer. The 
land and the people, their social and economic progress, the emergence and growth of 
towns, the characteristics of architecture, furniture, home life, manners, habits, 
traditions and institutions are all woven into a coherent tapestry of English civilisation.

The reader is impressed by the vast and rapid changes in every 
part of social, industrial and intellectual life which took place on the threshold of his 
own time, and also by the shrewd contemporary comment on affairs. Two maps of 

London, showing the growth of the capital during the century, and the notes on the

ENGLAND IN THE SEVENTEENTH CENTURY. Maurice Ashley.

The seventeenth century saw the establishment of a constitutional balance of 

Monarchy and Parliament as a permanent part of the British Constitution. This book 

deals with the political controversies which brought this about, and emphasises the 

part played by religious dissensions, economic and social developments, and the active, 
critical and inspiring spirit in ideas which marked this period. With his political survey 
full attention is given to foreign policy, the growth of the Empire, literary achieve- 
ments and the beginnings of journalism. In pleasing style, Mr. Ashley covers much 
ground and combines accuracy with compression. (942-06)

ROBESPIERRE AND THE FRENCH REVOLUTION. J. M. 
Thompson. English Universities Press, 7s.6d. 18 cm. 188 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
(Teach Yourself History) 
In this reassessment of Robespierre and the part he played in the French Revolution 
Mr. Thompson shows that Robespierre’s sole aim was to establish a Republic of 
Virtue based on The Rights of Man, where the people, relieved from all oppression 
and exploitation, would be free to develop. Essentially a theorist, devoid of qualities 
of leadership and practical experience of ‘the people’, he secured no co-operation and 
resorted to the only method he knew: the existing compulsion by Terror. The author 
thinks that the new French nation, reorganised not only politically but economically 
and socially, might have implemented Robespierre’s ideals had it not been embarrassed 
by internal dissension and foreign wars. This is an outstanding little book, well 
written, scholarly and enlightening. (944704) 


Russia 
THE DECLINE OF IMPERIAL RUSSIA, 1855-1914. Hugh Seton- 
Watson. Methuen, 32s.6d. 22-2 cm. 422 pages. 8 maps by Denys R. Baker. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. 
Much has been written on the spectacular collapse of Tsarist Russia. In this book the 
Professor of Russian History in the University of London examines the gradual 
subsidence of the Russian Empire between the Crimean War and the First World 
War which finally made collapse inevitable. The period is treated in three sections— 
the reign of Alexander Il, the years of reaction (1881-1904) and the last chances of a 
peaceful solution between 1905 and 1914. Under each section social and economic 
development, internal political affairs and foreign policy are treated separately. The 
main study is closely written and fully documented. The stimulating epilogue draws 
wider conclusions and relates these to the present situation not only in Russia itself 
but in other countries where the impact of the West has released revolutionary 
forces. (947°08) 


Baltic States 
THE TRAGEDY OF THE BALTIC STATES. John Alexander Swettenham. 
Hollis & Carter, 15s. 22-2 cm. 228 pages. Frontispiece map. 

The author has been a relief worker among Displaced Persons in Germany. His book 
describes: (i) Baltic-Russian relations from 1917 to 1941 and the liquidation of the 
three republics by Soviet-Nazi agreement (largely quoted from official documents); 
(ii) the economic and social development of the three states, while still independent; 
(iii) the first and second Russian occupations and the Nazi occupation (from first- 
hand information, including an account of the Communist reorganisation of Tartu 
University); (iv) the position of Baltic refugees in Germany and elsewhere and the 
attempts made to resettle them. Appendices contain translations of the Russian 
“Special Instructions for the Deportation of Baltic Peoples’ and the West German Law 
of 1951 on the Legal Status of Homeless Foreigners. (947°4/5) 


Middle East 

CARAVAN. The Story of the Middle East. Carleton $. Coon. Cape, 28s. 21°5 cm. 
384 pages. 32 illustrations. 7 maps and endpaper map. Line drawing by Richard 
Albany. Glossary. Bibliography. Index. 

This survey of the peoples and cultures of the Middle East (from Morocco to the 

frontiers of India), by the Professor of Anthropology in the University of 
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Pennsylvania, provides a reasoned portrayal of the traditional ways of life and an 
explanation of their continued vigour in many areas in terms of their deep historical 
and geographical foundations. Modern commerce, techniques and political ideas in 
their intrusion into these semi-desert lands encounter attitudes to social intercourse, 
land, property, work and leisure which often contrast strongly with those developed 
in the Industrial West. It is with the character of these attitudes and their sources that 
Professor Coon is primarily concerned and he is conspicuously successful in drawing 
on many diverse and generally inaccessible fields of scholarship to provide an account 
that is at once humane, vivid and penetrating. (950) 


THE MIDDLE EAST IN THE WAR. George Kirk. Introduction by 
Arnold Toynbee. Oxford University Press for the Royal Institute of Inter- 
national Affairs, 42s. 24 cm. $25 pages. 8 maps (1 folding). Index. (Survey of 
International Affairs 1939-1946) 

Unlike the pre-war and post-war annual surveys'this series is not planned purely 

chronologically. George Kirk covers the whole period of the war for the Middle 

East. His emphasis is not so much on the actual campaigns of the war as on the political 

history of the time; the rise of nationalism and the changing relations of the Middle 

East with Europe. A second volume will trace the post-war history of the region to 

1950. (950) 


Hong Kong 
HONG KONG. Harold Ingrams. H.M. Stationery Office, 27s.6d. 22-2 cm. 319 
pages. 40 plates. 6 drawings. 7 maps, and 2 folding maps in pocket. Bibliography. 
Index. (Corona Library) 
The first of a series of books about British Colonial Territories—of interest both to 
those who know Hong Kong and to those who do not. Harold Ingrams has written 
a travel book of great fascination. At the same time he has included accurate informa- 
tion about the history, the trade and the industries of Hong Kong, and has given a 
clear picture of the problems arising from the influx of a million-and-a-half Chinese 
since 1945. He shows how these problems, administrative, economic, social and 
political, are being solved. A most readable and informative book, excellently 
illustrated. (951-25) 


Korea 
NOW THRIVE THE ARMOURERS. A Story of Action with the 
Gloucesters in Korea (November 1950-April 1951). Robert O. Holles. Harrap, 
12s.6d. 20°3 cm. 176 pages. Frontispiece map. 17 illustrations. 
The author is a young sergeant of the Regular Army and he tells his story as he saw 
it with a platoon of the 1st Battalion the Gloucestershire Regiment; and there can 
be no better viewpoint for any land fighting. In a crisp and graphic style he gives a 
factual account of his Battalion’s arrival in Korea, of guerrilla warfare, and of retreat 
and advance, ending with the epic stand on the Imjin River, which was com- 
memorated by the rare honour of a United States Presidential Citation. The tragedy 
of the civilian refugees moving up and down the Peninsula is also described with 
understanding. (951°9) 


Japan 

WINDOWS FOR THE CROWN PRINCE. Elizabeth Gray Vining. 
Michael Joseph, 15s. 20°3 cm. 319 pages. 19 illustrations. 

Soon after the war, the Emperor Hirohito requested an American tutor for his 

twelve-year-old son and heir; the tutor should be a woman, a Christian but not a 
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bigot, and new to Japan. From those suggested he chose Mrs. Vining, an American 
Quaker, who approached her difficult task with tact and sympathy. It was not merely 
a matter of drilling her pupil mechanically in the fundamental rules of English: she 
had to persuade the little army surrounding him that he must learn to think for 
himself. Only time can show how far she has been successful, but one can well under- 
stand the sympathy that grew up between the Imperial family and herself. (952-033) 


Pakistan 
SIR CHARLES NAPIER AND SIND. H. T. Lambrick. Oxford University 
Press, 458. 22°§ cm. 402 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 2 maps. Bibliography. Index. 
The colourful figure of Napier could overshadow in the popular estimation the 
importance of his work in Sind. For five years, 1842-47, he fought, conquered, and 
established an administration in that province, raising an acute controversy as to 
whether the war and the annexation were justified. This is a detailed and scholarly 
study of the period, drawing upon original records in the Karachi archives, the 
Ellenborough papers, as well as a host of other records and printed books, and also 
on the oral traditions of the descendants of the Talpur rulers. This is a notable con- 
tribution to the study of the earlier period of British rule in India, designed for the 
serious scholar. (954°7) 


The Sudan 


THE SUDAN. A Record of Achievement. J. S. R. Duncan. Blackwood (Edinburgh), 
12s.6d. 222 cm. 295 pages. Endpaper map. Bibliography. Index. 
The author, a member of the Sudan Political Service, tells the country’s story concisely 
and vividly. A quarter of the book covers the period of Turco-Egyptian rule, the 
Mahdi’s revolt, the death of Gordon, the Khalifa’s tyranny and the reconquest by 
Kitchener. The remainder describes the country’s rehabilitation and development— 
educational, economic, administrative, and political—and deals at appropriate length 
with its achievement of self-government and with the current problem of its self- 
determination, for the understanding of which it provides full data within a reasonably 
small compass. (962-4) 


East Africa 
THE MISSIONARY FACTOR IN EAST AFRICA. Roland Oliver. 
Longmans, 17s.6d. cloth; 12s.6d. paper bound. 19°6 cm. 320 pages. 4 maps 
(1 folding). Bibliography. Index. 
Although the author, Lecturer in the Department of History, School of Oriental and 
African Studies, University of London, is not connected with any missionary society 
and writes primarily for students of colonial history, the results of the first-hand 
investigation set out here will be of unusual interest to all who are concerned about 
the future of Christian Missions in East Africa. The missionary enterprise as a factor 
in the expansion of European interests in East Africa is considered in some detail and 
an attempt is made to estimate its effect on the subsequent history of Uganda, Kenya, 
and Tanganyika. A well-balanced and scholarly survey. (967°6) 


United States of America 
ROOSEVELT AND THE NEW DEAL. D. W. Brogan. Oxford University 


Press, 16s. 20°3 cm. 269 pages. 2 portraits. Folding map. Bibliographical note. 
Index. 


Professor Brogan has written a straightforward survey of Roosevelt’s administration 
from his election in 1930 to his death in 1945. His emphasis is on internal and economic 
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policy; and he tries to assess the permanent effects of the New Deal. The author 
provides a useful annotated bibliography and his excellent index is, among other 
things, a helpful guide to the ‘alphabetical agencies’ such as N.R.A., P.W.A., 
FE.R.A. and the rest. (973917) 


FICTION 
General 
THE CARDBOARD CROWN. Martin Boyd. Cresset Press, 10s. 6d. 19 cm. 
256 pages. 

Although this story of wealthy families in Australia and Europe is rich in characters 
and incidents, it is in essence an account of married life frustrated by ambition—the 
Cardboard Crown of the title. The events of the tale—they include violent death, 
madness and the seduction of a man by a woman—take place in Victorian times and 
a considerable part of its charm is due to the nostalgia awakened by turning over old 
diaries and keepsakes. Mr. Boyd has constructed his story deftly and points to skeletons 
in respectable cupboards with a tactful and light touch. 


MA-RAI-EE. Chin Kee Onn. Harrap, 12s.6d. 20°3 cm. 256 pages. Glossary. 

The Japanese, who occupied Malaya from 1941 to 1945, called the country Ma-rai-ce; 
the people of Malaya still use the name, and its peculiar significance will be understood 
by all who read this unusual book by a Malayan Chinese. Chin Kee Onn describes 
the Occupation through the eyes of a man separated from his wife and baby. His book 
is less a novel than a record of horrifying fact; yet he does not sensationalise: his 
plain account of true events is terrible enough in itself. 


AN EPITAPH FOR LOVE. Howard Clewes. Macmillan, 11s.6d. 19°6 cm. 242 
pages. 

Oil, Communism, personal emotions conflicting with duty—these are the main 
ingredients of this very skilful and exciting novel. It tells how a peasant in the 
Dolomites finds oil on his lands; to him the discovery means riches, but to his govern- 
ment and others it means invaluable ammunition for the cold war. Involved with 
this international struggle for power are a man and a woman—he an English novelist— 
whose attraction for each other is blighted by politics. The characters in the book are 
drawn with economy of line; there is humour in it, satire, movement, and graphic 
description. 


TORMENT. Pérez Galdés. Translated from the Spanish by J. M. Cohen. 
Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 12s.6d. 21-5 cm. 312 pages. 8 illustrations by Charles Mozley. 
(Illustrated Novel Library) 

Of the series of novels of Madrid society in the 1860s Torment immediately precedes 

The Spendthrifts, which has recently appeared in English. In this awkward translation 

it is difficult to conceive of Gaidés (1843-1920) as the great writer he is acclaimed; 

nevertheless, in the love story of Amparo Emperador his breadth of treatment and 
human, humorous, yet clear-sighted approach to character and moeurs can be appre- 
ciated. The girl is a poor relation attached to the Bringas household, and very shabbily 
treated. Through her essential weakness of character and lack of savoir faire she is 
caught in a distressing dilemma—she can never quite shake off Pedro Polo, the priest 
who, once, seduced her, nor can she confess her lapse to her suitor, the rich, kindly 
and by worldly standards rather gauche Augustin Caballero. The social conventions 

are such that Caballero, discovering the truth, can only make her his mistress. A 

poignant study of two timid people who desire stability but do not attain it. 
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WHY WATERLOO: A. P. Herbert. Methuen, 15s. 19 cm. 412 pages. Notes, 
Endpaper map by W. H. Bromage. 
This is a story of ten months in the career of Napoleon, from his abdication in 1814 
to his return from Elba, March 1815. The author tells his story by combining the 
novel form with historical narrative interspersed with documentary evidence and 
comment. He contends that the Allies, making Napoleon King of Elba but treating 
him as an exile, forced him to escape from an intolerable situation—this led to 
Waterloo. The historical and fictional characters are alive and the presentation of 
Napoleon arresting. 





COTILLION. Georgette Heyer. Heinemann, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 344 pages. 
Mr. Penicuik’s ward, the charmingly unsophisticated Kitty, will inherit her guardian's 
fortune on condition that she marries one of his great-nephews. To gain a little 
breathing space she persuades a fashionable Regency beau to pretend to be engaged 
to her. The outcome of the situation will be obvious, but Georgette Heyer writes so 
attractively, with such lightness of touch, admirable sentiment, and appreciation of 
character and period that the reader cannot help enjoying himself. 


‘H.M.S. MARLBOROUGH WILL ENTER HARBOUR’. Nichola 
Monsarrat. Cassell, 12s.6d. 24 cm. 92 pages. 19 two-colour illustrations by James 
Holland. 

In this story (first published in 1947 in Depends What You Mean by Love) sixty men 

are killed outright when H.M.S. Marlborough, a seventeen-year-old sloop, is torpedoed 

off Iceland in 1942. Fifteen more died later, in attempting to shore-up flooding com- 
partments, and at best the ship’s complement was only 130. Mr. Monsarrat tells how 
the captain brought his shattered ship back to Londonderry, after sinking the attacking 

U-Boat with the last shot before his only remaining gun was put out of action. This 

unlikely success is the only incident to strain credulity in a gripping narrative. 


TWO ADOLESCENTS. Agostino and Disobedience. Alberto Moravia. Trans- 
lated from the Italian by Beryl de Zoete and Angus Davidson, respectively. Secker 
& Warburg, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 225 pages. 

Two short novels are here reprinted—Agostino (1944) and Disobedience (1950), first 

published in English in 1947 and 1950, respectively. Both concern adolescent pre- 

occupation with the disgust and excitement of physical desire. Agostino is about a boy 
who learns ‘the facts of life’ from a gang of hooligans who gossip about his mother. 

Disobedience describes how a growing boy’s hatred of life turns to acceptance through 

his experience of sensuality. Both stories are written with sincerity and sympathy. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
THEY DO IT WITH MIRRORS. Agatha Christie. Collins, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 
192 pages. 

Miss Marple, that deceptively mild and innocent-looking old lady, is staying witha 
friend whose husband runs an institute for juvenile delinquents when the arrival of 
one of the trustees on a matter of urgent importance precipitates murder. It is Miss 
Marple who, by shrewd analysis of the characters in the drama, arrives at the truth. 
Those who are familiar with the author’s methods will not be long in suspecting the 
criminal but will enjoy having their suspicions confirmed in this well-ordered and 
skilful mystery.

A thrilling account of how a man and a boy set out from an English port in a fifteen- 
ton ketch to recover the stolen part of a new radio invention, and end up on an island 
off the Italian coast. They become involved with a number of sinister and unscrupulous 
people, and their adventures on sea and in port are related in a ruthless, near-adult 
manner, which will appeal to boys of fifteen onwards who can appreciate a tough 
story well told. 


DETECTIVES ABROAD. Jean Henson. Faber, 9s.6d. 158 pages. 17 drawings 
by Irene Hawkins. 

The three Holloway children are delighted to join their pilot friend in a day’s flight 
to France. Wing trouble forces them down near a farm at which they are obviously 
unwelcome, the pilot disappears, and they are practically held prisoner until a French 
boy helps them to escape to another friend in Paris, with whose help they track down 
the pilot just in time to save him from an unpleasant fate at the hands of a wanted 
criminal. Children of eleven to fourteen will enjoy this story with its satisfactory blend 
of mystery, suspense and action. 


THE EXPLOITS OF MOOMINPAPPA. Tove Jansson. Translated from 
the Finnish by Thomas Warburton. Benn, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 156 pages. Illustrations by 
the author. 

This Finnish writer has most successfully created a world of fantasy and nonsense 
which has a validity of its own: a world where anything may happen—and does. 
The Moomins are strange beasts a little like hippopotami, and Moominpappa’s 
friends are creatures equally endearing and equally improbable. It is amazing, how- 
ever, how real they all seem, and their adventures on land and sea are full of humour 
and brisk incident. This is not a story for the matter-of-fact child, but those (ages six 
to nine) who, like the Moomins themselves, enjoy “changing things, all that is un- 
expected, strange and mixed-up’ will here find a book to treasure. 


THE MISSING BROTHER. Keith Robertson. Faber, 8s.6d. 20°9 cm. 195 
pages. Illustrations by Rafaello Busoni. 

To everybody’s surprise young Ted Fowler succeeds in making friends with a surly, 
suspicious farmer who was once suspected of murdering his brother and has since 
become a recluse. An extraordinarily resourceful boy, Ted thwarts a double con- 
spiracy to rob and cheat the farmer and eventually clears his name. This workmanlike 
American story in adult vein blends mystery and adventure in satisfying proportions 
for children of twelve onwards. 


EBENEZER THE BIG BALLOON. Diana Ross. Faber, 8s.6d. 25°4 cm. 
32 pages. Illustrations in colour and black and white by Leslie Wood. 

Author and artist have once again combined to produce a very original and gay story- 

cum-picture book for the five to seven-year-olds. Ebenezer is a red balloon set adrift 
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by a little boy in a competition at a country féte. Ebenezer hopes to reach Africa and 
win the prize for the longest flight—and he does. As Ebenezer floats over the English 
countryside, France, Spain, the Mediterranean, the reader is given an entrancing 
glimpse of these places. 


ON STAGE PLEASE. Joan Selby-Lowndes. Collins, 8s.6d. 19°6 cm. 192 pages. 
Illustrations by Mary Gernat. 

For girls in their teens Miss Selby-Lowndes has provided a very competent and fairly 
realistic picture of life in a dramatic school and behind the footlights, told in a light, 
swiftly-moving style, with plenty of appropriately slangy conversation. Clare, aged 
fourteen, somewhat farouche and idle in an ordinary school, becomes a rather nicer 
person when she is working hard at something she really wants to do. At the end of 
her first term she takes part in that perennial Christmas favourite, Where the Rainhow 
Ends, in which certain roles are always played by child actors. 


Non-Fiction 

THE GREAT ADVENTURE. An Illustrated History of Canada. Donalda 
Dickie. Dent, 16s. 20°9 cm. 488 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 250 drawings and 
maps by Lloyd Scott. Index. 

This book presents the history of Canada, from prehistoric times to the entry of 

Newfoundland into the Dominion in 1949, for young people in their teens. Not only 

the broad outlines of the story, but intimate details of soldiers and settlers, politicians 

and writers make the history live. The vigorous narrative is greatly enhanced by the 

numerous spirited and at times humorous drawings that appear on almost every 

page. The artist has also contributed a large number of very lucid maps. 


RUPERT OF THE RHINE. Bernard Fergusson. Collins, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 144 
pages. Portrait frontispiece. Tables. Note on sources. (Brief Lives) 

Prince Rupert of the Rhine (1619-82), the nephew of Charles I, showed his qualities 
of leadership in his early military training in the Thirty Years’ War. He became his 
uncle’s intrepid cavalry leader in the Civil War, and after the King’s defeat led a naval 
force against the Commonwealth. In England, after 1660, he made the navy his 
chief interest, and during the Dutch Wars held command with famous English 
admirals. This reputation, his activities in national and social life, and his interests in 
art, science and commerce made him a popular and dominating figure. The author 
reflects his subject’s vigour in a way that will attract readers both old and young. 


THE RAILWAY BUILDERS. Emmeline Garnett. Hodder & Stoughton, 

12s.6d. 19°6 cm. 231 pages. 18 drawings by Wardill. Bibliography. Index. 
This biography of George Stephenson, the inventor of the Rocket, and his son 
Robert, an equally great builder of locomotives and railways, is a model of story- 
telling. It is a true tale of two men of genius, whose courage, tenacity, foresight and 
unfailing belief in their creative powers revolutionised the transport and industrial 
might of England during their lifetime. The author vividly transmits to us all the 
adventure, the fascination and passion of these two brilliant engineers. For boys 
between ten and sixteen years, but also interesting to adults. 


THE STORY OF CHARLES DICKENS. Eleanor Graham. Methuen, 
10s.6d. 19 cm. 208 pages. Portrait frontispiece and 15 illustrations (some repro- 
duced from the original editions of the works, others drawn by Norman Meredith). 
(Story Biographies) 

With Charles Dickens, more than with most authors, the story of his life is a pre- 

requisite to the reading of his work. His novels so abound with vivid characters and 
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incidents that start up before the reader, created with boundless energy, that young 
readers (and others) are rather overwhelmed and take his books in snippets. Eleanor 
Graham’s book should remedy this. It shows how the stories came to be written, 
whence Dickens drew his inspiration, the readers and the purpose he had in view. As 
an account of a developing genius in action rather than a static imposing figure the 
book is worth reading for its own sake, not only by children from twelve onwards but 


by older people. 


THE YOUNG COOK. Philip Harben. Nevill, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 128 pages. Illus 
trations by Guy Nicholls. 

In this useful cookery book Philip Harben has pared his vast knowledge down t» 
give some of the essential recipes that can be used by young cooks. Each recipe 
receives a maximum of explanation, with descriptive passages which are enough to 
stimulate the aspirant to immediate application. Simple things which adults trex 
with indifference are dealt with in downright and sensible fashion: how to make 
good tea, cocoa, scrambled eggs. Recommended for all children from twelve 
onwards. 


THE YOUNG TRAVELLER IN THE SOUTH SEAS. Lucile 
Iremonger. Phoenix House, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 158 pages. 26 illustrations. 3 maps 
Glossary. Index. (Young Traveller Series) 

A most vivid and lively addition to an excellent series of travel books for the older 

child. It tells in story form how Bill (aged fifteen) and Sally (thirteen) accompany 

their botanist father to the Pacific islands. Fiji, the New Hebrides, the Solomon, 

Gilbert and Ellice Islands and Samoa are visited, and a second trip takes them to 

Tonga, Pitcairn Island and back to Fiji. History, topography, and the economic life 

of the islanders are touched upon; this is no romanticised picture, but a graphic and 

informative account by one who has lived in the Pacific and, too, can write. 


BUILDER AND DREAMER. Laurence Meynell. Bodley Head, 95.64, 
20°3 cm. 192 pages. 4 plates. 8 line drawings by Ley Kenyon. Diagrams. Index. 
An admirable biography of the great English civil engineer, Isambard Kingdom 
Brunel, for children of twelve to fifteen years. Gifted with genius and boundles 
energy, Brunel, against appalling odds, saw the children of his brilliant imagination— 
among them the first transatlantic liner, the Great Western Railway, the prefabricated 
hospitals of the Crimean War, and the graceful suspension bridge at Clifton—mature 
and bring his country to the peak of achievement in the mid-nineteenth century. 
Broken in health, he died before the success or failure of his last work, the leviathan 
Great Eastern, had been decided. Mr. Meynell has caught some of Brunel’s own 

energy and enthusiasm. 


THE BLACKBIRD IN THE LILAC. Poems for Children. James Reeves 
Oxford University Press, 9s.6d. 22°2 cm. 108 pages. Illustrations by Edward 
Ardizzone. 

James Reeves is a serious poet, who has published a certain amount of adult vers 

and one other book for young readers. These poems will certainly be acceptable to 

children from ten onwards, but—although they include some pieces in the vein 
traditional nursery rhymes—they are never ‘written down’ to a youthful audience. 

They are, in fact, delightfully original and skilful examples of simple poetry, ranging 

in manner from evocative description and fantasy to nonsense verses, and equall 

varied in theme. Ardizzone’s fascinating drawings embellish an already attractive 


book. 
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GETTING TO KNOW BRITISH WILD ANIMALS. David Stephen. 
Collins, 12s.6d. 24-7 cm. 104 pages. 15 colour plates and numerous drawings in 
text by Len Fullerton. 

Mr. Stephen’s book will be greatly enjoyed by children from ten to fifteen years old, 
and from it they will learn the most important lesson for becoming a good naturalist— 
go out yourself and watch animals. Most of the intimate episodes which the author 
has seen and which he relates very vividly happened in Scotland, so there is much 
about our rarer and more handsome mammals—deer, wild cats, mountain hares— 
which there is little chance of seeing in England. Each species is illustrated by a full- 
page plate in colour and some of them are very attractive; both these and the sketches 
have much carefully observed detail. 


THE STORY OF WILLIAM THE CONQUEROR. Dorothy Margaret 
Stuart. Methuen, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 172 pages. 15 illustrations by Kenneth Ody. Note 
on sources. (Story Biographies) 

This book should impress young readers of eleven to thirteen with the importance 

of the life of William of Normandy as part of the history of England. The author 

keeps in the background and makes the ambitions, actions and talk of the historical 
characters carry the story along from William’s days as boy-Duke of Normandy to 
his death after one of the most strenuous periods of personal government as King of 

England. Accuracy is not sacrificed to vividness and the readers can see events and 

people as they were.
